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ROB OUR SAILORS 
NEAR TAMPICO 


Flag Was Flying On Cheyenne’s 
Launch When Attack 
Was Made. 


MEN WERE ON FISHING TRIP}; 


President Approves Text of 
Announcement by the 
State Department. 


CONSULAR INQUIRY ORDERED 


British Mine Superintendent Mur- 
dered In Zacatecas—Yaquis Kill 
Federals in Attack on Portem.

WASHINGTON, July 19.—The Mexi- 
can situation assumed grave proportions 
today when announcement was made 
first by the State Department and later 
by Secretary of the Navy Daniels that 
a party of sailors from the United States 
ship Cheyenne, who had gone in a 
launch on a fishing trip up the Tamesi 
River, néar Tampico, on July 6, were 
attacked by a band of armed Mexicans 
and robbed of personal effects. 

Advices received here are that the 
American flag was flying from the 
launch when the attack was made. Un- 
der: the edict of the Carranza Govern- 
ment only Mexican soldiers and police 
are permitted to carry firearms, and ‘it 
isassumed that the American sailors 


were unarmed. The. State Departnient 
issued a formal announcement concern- 
ing the outrage, and it is understood 
that the text was submitted to President 
Wilson, and that he gave his appréval 
to_its publication. 


Official Washington was aroused by | 


the attack and Assistant ebecretary of 
State Phillips admitted that it was one 
of the gravest of many grave situations 
which have arisen in Mexico within re- 
cent months. ,an_ immediate 
resumptior. of- pi s that. interven- 
tion in Mexico would come-in some form 
but prominent officials refused. to pars, 
any comment. 

Naval officers Particularly were 
stirred by what they termed another 
gross insult to the service and to the 
flag.~ To some it appeared as a repeti- 
tion of the Tampico incident of April 10, 
1914, which led to the occupation of Vera 
Cruz. At that time American soldiers 
were withdrawn after a' brief occupation 
of a portion of Mexico, but there is a 
feeling here in some circles that if 
armed intervention is again resorted to 
by the United States, there will be no 
withdrawal until peaceful conditions are 
permanently estabfished. 

American Consuls in the Tampico dis- 
trict have been instructed to make an 
investigation and render a complete re- 
port.” When detailed information is at 
hand a definite announcement is expect- 
ed either from_President Wilson or the 
State Departnient. 

The first news of the attack. came in 
the following announcement from the 
State Department: 

“The Department of State has just 
been advised that on July 6 a boat from 
the U. S. S.. Cheyenne, and occupied by 
enlisted men of that vessel who were on 
a fishing trip, was held up on the 
Tameasi River, near Tampico, by armed 
men. ‘The sailors were Soames of per- 
sonal effecta, 

‘Urgent representations have been 
made by the Department of State to 
both the local Mexican authorities at 
Tampico and to the Federal Government 
at Mexico City, and the authorities 
there have promised to investigate at 
once.”’ 

Information was at once sought from 
Secretary Daniels and he intimated 
that the State Department’ announce- 
ment was the first that he had heard 
of the incident. He got into com-: 
rnunication with Admiral Benson and 
goon afterward produced this dispatch, 
dated July 7, from Commander Earl 
P. Finney, senior naval officer in charge 
of vessels in the Tampico district: 

*U. S. S. Cheyenne’s motor sailing 
launch with a fishing party held up 
by bandits July 6 about nine miles 
from Tampico. One ‘gold ring, one pair 
of ;shoes, and one watch stolen.’’ 

Secretary Daniels then sent this dis- 
patch to Commander Finney, on the U. 
&. S. Topeka, at Tampico: 

‘* Wire full report and. result investiga-

of U. 8S. S. Cheyenne. Have parties been 
identified or apprehended.”’ ; 

He added that he would have sént such 
a dispatch much earlier had he seen the 
message from Commander Finney. All 
reports relating to. the robbery now are to 
be rushed to Mr. Daniels, might or day, 
without a moment's delay. 

Secretary Baker said -that the State 
Department annoyncement was the first 
that he had heard of the attack. He 
would not discuss it He was asked 
how many sgidiers were on the border 
who would be available at once if ac- 
tion was decided upon. He refused to 
hazard any: opinion as to what course 
the. Government might pursue, and re- 
plied by referring to the testimony’ of 
General March, Chief of Staff, before 
the Military Affairs Committee of Con- 
gress.

SETTLEMENT HOPE RISES 


Seamen Offer to Accept Prefer- 
ence for American Crews as 
Basis for Adjustment. 


H. H. Raymond, ’President of the 
American Steamship Association, said 
yesterday, after the association had met 
to consider the” demands of strikers 
which have paralyzed shipping under 
the American flag for a week, that most 
questions at issue could probably be ad- 
justed, but that the shipowners would 
not submit to union dictation to the ex- 
tent of agreement to the ‘’ closed ship ”’ 
or to a preference for union men over 


others. 

Secretary G. H. Brown of the Inter- 
national Seamen’s Union, .said. that this 
attitude, if maintained, would probably 
cause.a long strike. He said the sea- 
men were ready to stay out a year if 
necessary. 

“There is oné way of meeting that 
‘courtiin. however,”” he said, ‘‘ and that 
is. by granting: a photons ©. seamen, 

oaks; who are 
Ameri@an citizens. About 55 per cent. 
of the members of our union are Ameri- 
cans, and the others of foreign na- 
tionalities are in favor of this pref- 
erence for Americans. ,We want to 
build up an American personnel for the 
American merchant marine, and that is 
what the Government wants. But there 
are influences opposing this among the 
private shipowners. 

““Many of the shipowners are really 
men whoseinterests are British, and 
who transferred their ships to the Amer- 
ican flag for protection during the war. 
The public is familiar with ‘several 
moves which haye been made recently 
to take Americanshipping back as far 
as possible to the British flag. In my 
opinion, the shipowners whose interests 
are fundamentally Lritish are those who 
induced the shipowners’ organization to 
refuse to listen to our demands and to 
‘take ah unreasonable attitude. Ther 
appear to be secretly in favor of keeping 
this strike. going, because they think it 
will cripple the American mé@fchant ma- 
rine and give the advantage back to the 
British. This is the way it is. working 
out, at any rate, because American sail- 
ors ayé leaving ports by the hundreds 
and going inland to get big wages help- 
ing with the harvest.’’ 

Put Blame on Union Leaders. 


After their meeting yesterday ship- 
owners asserted that they found the 
rank and file of the strikers quite will- 
ing to settle the strike by accepting the 
Shipping Board's offer of a 10 per cent. 
wage increase, which was duplicated by. 
the American Steamship Association. 
Secretary Brown said that this was the 
opposite of. the situation, and that the 
union men were practically unanimous 
against accepting those terms. 

“If H. H. Raymond will agree to it,” 
he said, “ he will hire a. hall and call all 
the strikers together. We will let Mr. 
Raymond and other steamship or Ship- 
ping Board officials address them and 
urge them to return to work. Nobody 
on our side shall speak to them. Then 
at the end, let the men vote on the ques- 
‘ion. \I make that offer seriously if 
there is any genuine doubt among the 
ship owners as to the stand of the men. 

‘Our difficulty is not getting more 
men to strike, but of keeping those not 
affiliated with us back at work. British 
seamen offer to join us right along on 
their arrival at port, but we do not want 
them because we wish all ships carrying 
home American soldiers to keep in oper- 
ation. We are not'letting the strike in- 
terfere in any way with bringing home 
the boys that our seamen took to the 
other side through*the menace of tor- 
pedoes and mines.” 

Conflicting statements were made as 
to the number of ships tied up on ac- 
count of the strike, The strikers have 
estimated the ,number held ‘up in this 
port at 400. The Steamship Owners’ 

Association put the total at 250, includ- 
ing ships controlled by the Shipping 
Board. Crews were obtained by the 
Shipping Board for three ships yester- 
day, the Ausable, the Standard Oil 
tanker Moonlight, and the Ward liner 
Te , all of which sailed yesterday. 

All of the American Steamship 
Association attended the meeting yester- 
daymorning at 17 Battery Place, at which 
the previous day’s conférences with 
the strikers was discussed and Monday 
was appointed as the time for a new 
meeting. Although both, sides were talk-

Farley Says Nixon Has Right to 
Grant Increases Under 
Court Ruling. - 


FIGURE ON 7 OR 8 CENT RATE 


Companies Reported Preparing 
_ Application to Increase Rev- 
enues Still Further. 


MAYOR SAYS HE WILL FIGHT 


Declares’ Some Traction Concerns 
Are Now Making More Than’ 
20 Per Cent. 


While the Manhattan and Brooklyn 
traction companies yesterday prepared 
their plans to put into effect by Aug. 
1-the coljection of 2 cents for transfers, 
as provided for by Public Service Com- 
missioner Lewis Nixon, they ‘also, it 
was Feported, prepared for a legal fight 
to bé: allowed to increase the regular 
fare on their lines to 7 or 8 cents should 
a trial. of the transfer order not prove 
as remunerative as expected. 

The traction officials are taking into 
consideration that many passengers will 
prefer to walk rather than pay for trans- 
fer privileges, and should this be the 
case to any large extent, the companies 
will not receive as large an increase 
in their revenues as Commissioner Nixon 
has been led to believe. 

If they should ask for an increase in 
farés, the traction officials will fall 
back upon the decision of the Court of, 
Appeals in the Buffalo Street Railroad 
| case, which held that the Public Service 
Commission has power to ordeP an in- 
crease in fares under certain conditions. 

The traction officials as well as the 
Public Service Commission are also pre- 
paring for a legal fight-to prevent Com- 
missioner Nixop's transfer order. being 
upset by the courts. Mayor Hylan said 
yesterday that the city was not. satis- 
fied with the order, and that the Cor 
poration Counsel would appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court, if néces- 
Sary.. He said the railroad lines in 
Manhattan which come ‘under the Public 
Service Commissioner's order are, mak- 
ing an ample profit on’ their capitalized 
stock without resorting tg the transfér 
charge, - 


Mayor Issues Statement. 

“I have directed the Corporation 
Counsel to do everything in his power 
to stay the transit corporations in their 
campaign to secure an incréaséd fare by 
charging for transfers,'’ said the Mayor. 

** When we stop to consider that the 
Eighth Avenue Railroad Company is 
getting 26.5. per cent. on a capitalization 
of $1,000,000, the Twenty-third ‘Street 
Railroad Company 21.13 per cent. on its 
capital stock, the Forty-second and 
Grand Street Railway Company 22.4 per 
cent. on its capital stock, and other 
lines getting a large return on their 
capitalization, then the sympathizers 
with the transit corporations are. bold 
enough to tell us that the poor transit 
lines are unable to make a profit. 

‘‘The Corporation Counsel will take 
the case to the highest courts in the 
State and to the United States Supreme 
Court, if possible, in the fight to main- 
tain the people’s rights.” 

Should the transfer charges not pro- 
duce sufficient revenue the Public ser- 
vice Commission is prepared to go a 
Step further and allow the companies to 
charge an increased fare. Terence Far- 
ley, general counsel to the commission, 
declared that in hig opinion the com- 
mission had power to do this, under the 
Court of Appeals decision. Mr, Farley 
does not believe’ the commission has the 
right, under the decision, to order a 
fare increase on the subway or elevated 
lines, as they are being operated under 
a joint contract with the city, but he 
believes it has the power in regard to 
surface lines that do not come under 
the provisions of ‘‘ municipal consents.” 


Says Nixon Has Power. 


““It is the view of the counsel to the 
commission that the opinion of the 
Court of Appealg in the Buffalo Street 
Railroad case, recently handed down, is 
sufficiently broad and comprehensive to 
cover the situation in this city,” said 
Mr. Farley. 

“The court holds in effect that the 
commission is v@sted with the power to 
regulate rates of fare on all classes of 
railroads except those operated under 
municipa] consents granted pursuant to 
the provisions of Article 3, Section 
XVIIL, of the State Constitution. The 
franchises of most, if not all, the ser- 
vice lines of this city were granted be- 
fore 1875, when that provision was 
added to our organic law. 

‘Phat was the clause which was con- 
sidered by the Court of Appéals in the 
Quimby case, where, to quote Judge 
Cardoza, it was held “that in the ab- 
sence of “ clear and definite ’’ language, 
it would not be assumed that the Legis- 
lature had authorized the Public Ser- 
vice Commission to nullify conditions 
imposed by local authorities whose con- 
sent to the construction 4nd operation 
of a street railroad was required by 
the Constitution,’ ’’ 

The commission also believes the 
Court of Appeals decision covers the 
right of Commissioner Nixon to order'a 
charge for transfer, and that any at- 
tempt by city authorities to have it set 
aside will result in failure. «

WASHINGTON, July 19.—An air- 

plane flight around the ‘rim of the 
United States, for a distance of 7,805 
miles, will be started from Washing- 
ton on Monday by Lieut. Col. R. 8. 
Hartz, commanding officer of Bolling

‘ng plane, in the interest of recruit- 
ing and route charting, the Army Air 
Service announced, and be accom-

A. Smith, and Mechanic Sergeant 
John Harding, Jr. The trip will take 
the party across thirty-one States. 
_ As at present planned, the itinerary 
includes Miami, Fla.; San Antonio, 
Texas? San Diego, Cal; Seattle, 
Wash. ; Duluth, Minn; Augusta, Me., 
and return to Washington. Some 
variation from the direct route is an- 
ticipated, and stops will be necessi- 
tated at various intermediate points. 
The trip is the longest yet attempted 
by American airmen.

WASHINGTON, July 19.—With the 
same powerful mass formation, the 
“drys ’’ went steadily ahead today with 
the Prohibition Enforcement bill in the 
House, voting down amendment after 
amendment proposed by the ‘‘ wets’’ 
and declaring there was no prospect of 
any of the bill’s present provisions being 
altered. ‘*Wets”’ and conservative 
“ drys’ admit that there appears not 
the slightest chance of lessening the 
drastic sections of the bill. The debate, 
tumultuous at times, was continued at 
a night session, which lasted .until 10:30

this stern sorde was due"in part to 
iHeir iridignation at not being allowed to 
continue with the bill last night, a plan 
balked when Leader Mondell of the Re- 
publican side adjourned the House with- 
out warning. It was noticeable that 
late this afternoon, when ‘‘ wet ’’ mem- 
bers made the point of no quorum and 
tried to force adjournment, prominent 
members of the Republican steering 
committee sided with the “drys’’ and 
helped the prohibitionists to keep the 
bill under consideration. 

Prohibition forces refused to allow 
anything to interfere with their pro- 
gram. They even stood fast against the 
desire of Chairman Good of the Appro- 
priations Committee to placé in order a 
resglution allowing consideration of bills 
furnishing public moneys needed for 
Government purposes. When the “‘drys’’ 
refused, Mr. Good met this opposition 
with a threat fo ask fora special rule 
to have the resolution taken up. He 
said the ‘‘ drys’’ would lose more time 
in the end than if they had allowed him 
thirty minutes today. .They went ahead, 
however, with the Prohibition bill, 
which they hope to conclude by Tuesday 
or Wednesday. 5 

/Wets Present a Substitute. 

One of the ‘‘ wet ’’ leaders, Mr. Igoe 
of Missouri, presented a substitute for 
the pending bill in the form of an inde- 
pendent bill throwing the responsibility 
of enforcing constitutional prohibition 
upon the Attorney General without go- 
ing into all the multitudinous details of 
the bill now on the floor. When the 
present bill is ready for a inal vote 
Mr, Igge will call up his measure. It 
is, conceded it has no chance whatever 
in-the face of the adamant “‘ drys.’’ The 
Igoe bill does not define intoxicating 
liquor, and this one fact alone would 
stamp it as anathema in the opinion of 
the extreme prohibitionists. 

‘*I-am opposed to the Federal Gov- 
ernment taking over all the business of 
the States in enforcing prohibition, and 


my bill leaves some discretion to the/ 


States,’’ said Mr, Igoe. ‘‘If the At- 
torney General's statements are correct, 
and I am ‘sure they are, wartime prohi- 
bition: can be enforced. Under my bill 
the. enforcement of prohibition will not 
take- $50,000,000 annually and an army 
of spies, as the present bill will.” 

During the day there was a great deal 
of debate upon the permission to phy- 
sicians to prescribe liquor for medicinal 
purposes. The ‘‘drys’’ succeeded in 
keeping the restrictions rigid.

deserved all that was abundantly given. 
They were a picked body of 3,000 men, 
tall and burly, to a man, and they 
marched with splendid precision, wear- 
ing their trench helmets with their 
divisional ‘‘ splashes ’’ painted on them 
and sewn to their sleeves, with théir 
bayonets fixed and with roses’ or other 
flowers thrust into the mugzles of their 
rifles. Each platoon marched as though 
a single intelligence was directing it. 
General Pershing was at their head. 
and he evidently appreciated greatly 
the cheers that greeted him. Smiles 
softened the stern lines of his face, and 
he acknowledged freely the plaudits of 
the watching thousands. 

A ten-minute halt was called after the 
troops had been marching for ‘about 
an hour, and it so happened that the 
rear company of Americans came ‘to a 
pause just before crossing Vauxhall 
Bridge. It is not a very attractive part 
of the city, for the route of the parade 
wa’s so laid out as to take in the poorer 
as well as the aristocratic and official 
regions. The people there are not too 
well off, but they set to work at once to 
show what hospitality they could to the 
Americans. 

Hardly had they doffed their helmets 
and mopped their brows than gifts: be- 
gan to shower around them, From win- 
dows packed with sightseers cigarettes, 
flowers, apples, and candies. were 
thrown to them. Children, greatly dar- 
ing, slipped out from behind the police. 
and invaded the ranks of the Americans. 
to hand them roses or ‘“ smokes.” El- 
derly women came out from -houses. with 
jugs of refreshments—strictly. ‘‘.soft,’’. of 
course—to pass down their ranks, and 
enlisted ‘meri_used ‘their ‘tin hats” to 
catch the fruit and other trifles thrown 
them from upper windows. It showed 
the popularity of the “* Yanks ” and the 
easy; informal. way in which London 
took them to her heart. 

Focp Wildly Acclaimed. 

They passed along, and suddenly the 
air was rent with a new roar.

CHAOS. CUTS OFF GERMANY 


Long Before Postal, Wire, and Rail 
Communication ts Restored. 


PARIS, July 19.—The special com- 
mittee designated by the Supreme 
Economic Council to arrange for re-es- 
tablishment of postal, telegraph and/ 
railway communication with Germany 
is encountering many obstacles because 
of the utter demoralization by thé war 
of international machinery for facili- 
tating ..communications. between the 
various countries.

But’ it was hushed to awe' by the 
march of: the massed standards of the 
British Army: .As a spectacle it was 
_magnificent ; as a symbol it-was over- 

powering. “Those banners of red--and 
blie and white, each crowned with 
wreaths of green laurel, shone out 
against the khaki with splendor. They 
were. a gorgeous blaze of color in a pa- 
rade which of sheer necessity was gen- 
erally sober and businesslike, and by 
the- names. embroidered “on them, and 
by the’ devicés. they. carried, they spoke 
of all the great traditions. of the British 
regiments. They are useless as military 
equipment now, but they embodied as 
nothing ‘else could the spirit which made 
England’ s néw armtes. possible.

Perhaps by acci- 
dent, perhaps by design, the formation 
they adopted seemed the most solid of 
all. Five years ago they hardly existed 
as a deéfinite, distinct force. Today 
they are numbered by thousands, and 
have only begun the revolution they are 
working in'the art of war.: So in close, 
serried lines they marched, and suggest- 
ed as they went by that here was the 
type of fighting man to whom the future 
of war belonged. 

The reyiewing point of the parade was 
at the head of the Mall, where the royal 
pavilion had béen erected before the 
Queen Victoria Memorial. _ When _ the 
King took his post to receive the salute 
all the way to it was lined by those who 
had had @ share in the great war. With 
the King were Queen Mary, Queen Alex- 
andra, the Prince of Wales, and Prin- 
cess Mary, and behind him were the 
great men of the empire—Lioyd George, 
Cabinet Ministers, and so on, but down 
the Mall the first placé was given to 
those who had suffered. Wounded of- 
ficers and men and widows and orphans 
of the’fallen had places reserved for 
them, ahd the few privileged persons 
who had seats tn special stands. found 
that they could see little on account of 
the preference given to possessors of 
this new type of distinction. 

During the entire two hours and a 
quarter the parade took to pass, the 
King stood with the Queen, Queen 
Alexandfa, and the Prince of Wales 
and watched with grave courtesy each 
unit go by. By his invitation, General 
Pershing. and Marshal Foch, as soon 
as they had reached the end of—the 
route, joined the royal party, and he 
chatted with each in turn and pointed 
out special features of interest to them. 
The Prince of Wales, General Pershing, 
and Premier Lloyd George also had an 
intimate talk together. There were con- 
gratulations passed on the splendid 
physique and magnificent paged of the 
American troops. 

As the units passed, the sini’ order 

of “ Eyés left! ’’ was given, and when 
the Waaecs went by it was pretty to 
see the regular lines of. girlish faces, 
all smartly canted to. the same angle. 
Queen Alexandra has for years taken a 
deep interest in nurses, and the contin- 
gents’ of army “ sisters ’’ quickly caught 
her eye, She turned to Queen Mary 
and spoké animatedly to her calling her 
attention to those splendid women as 
they saluted. 

The crowd surged toward the royal 
stand when the last of the parade was 
over and sang the national anthem and 
gave three cheers for the King. 


Whitehall a Memorial Way. 

Whitehall was a place consecrated to 
memories. Throughout its length were 
standards bearing names of. places in 
the four quarters of the world where 
British soldiers had fought, and in the 
middle of the roadway, opposite ~ the 
Home Office, was a great white 
cenotaph thirty feet high, set up in token 
that. the. nation remembered those of 
its sons who had fallen in the good 
fight. Here a chofrof white-surpliced 
boys and men sang solemn chants from 
the burial service, followed by the bugle 
call of the last post: — 

As the troops marched by the cenotaph 
the men paid the tribute of ‘ Eyes 
right.’””. The officers of all’ nations 
saluted according to their particular 
style of showing reverence to thé déad. 
The artillery drivers brought. their 
whips to the salute; naval officers 
trailed their swords, and smart young 
midshipmen brought their dirks to hori- 
zontal., Throughout the day four sol- 
diers with. reversed arms and bowed 
heads kept guard at ‘the four corners 
of the memorial. to Britain's million 
dead., 

Warm Reception for. Americans. 

Reports from various. points of the 
route say that the American troops had 
La specially ‘warm reception everywhere. 
Douglas Newton, writing in Lloyds Sun- 
day News, says: eee 

“Then General Pershing came—a big, 
thick man with .a thrusting .chin, all 
smiles -a& the crowd let him have it, but 
steady. and soldierly, as his hand went 
up to salute the King. He did not carry 
a- sword as the other leaders did, but 
his flag bearer by him dipped the red 
flag on Which were set the stars of his 
rank as General of the American. forces. 
Behind him rode the cavalry, taut and 
stocky and very purposeful in thelr 
steel helmets. — 

“There was.a band with white instru- 
and 
then in a ‘brilliant and quickening flutter 
came the massed flags of America. 
The Stars.avd Stripes were fluttering in’ 
the wind like things vr flame, and with 
them >were the soberer tones of the 
American regimental flags. They passed 
up Constitution Hin, oa bunch of flap-

Americans, hefty and springy, flowers in 
their rifle barrels and with a fine*heroic 
alr in their grim steel helmets. - Those 
helmets were a happy touch.” 

London has never seen a more spilen- 
did body ef men than this composite 
regiment from“the American Army on 
the Rhine. 

How many millions witnessed the 


march is a matter of poor speculation. 
Throughout the long route the crowds 


were thick, and every possible point of 
vantage was occupied. The police were 
reinforced by a number of special con- 
stables, but even with these helping 
many parts of the route could be only 
scantily guarded. In some cases one 
constable for every thirty yards was 
the order. - Yet. so admirable was the 
behavior of the crowds that. not a single 
serious accident occurred. 


19,000 Soldiers in Line. 


LONDON, July 19, (Associated Press.) 
—Nineteen thousand allied soldiers— 
picked’ men from famous combat divi- 
sions, the names of which are written 
large on the pagés of the history of ‘the 
world war—marched through London's 
streets today in celebration of the re- 
turn of peace. The line of parade was 
more ‘thait“six “niflés' i? 12h tir” 

The processioh began at Albert Gate 
and passed throtigh Sloane Square to 
Buckingham Palace Roads, crossing the 
Thames at Vauxhall Bridge. It then 
passed to Westminster Bridge and re- 
crossed the Thames, going to Whitehall 
and Pall Mall and dispersing at Hyde 
Park, which ‘adjoins Kens’ngton Gar- 
dens. 

London has not witnessed such a cele- 
bration since the late Queen Victoria's 
Diamond Jubilee in 1897, Buckingham 
Palace was decorated on its exterior for 
‘tthe first time in its history. Huge: flags 
of the Allies floated from the upper win- 
dows, and a wide streamer of purple 
and gold stretched across the facade. 
The royal pavilion, erected close to the 
Victoria Memorial Monument, added 
color to the striking scene. 

King George, from his seat on the 
scariet dais, had a clear view through 
pcictaade of ornate white pylons 
reaching for more than half a mile to 
the Admiralty Arch, the troops march- 
ing past the reviewing stand to the 
music of dozens of military bands. 

The 19,000 paraders camped: at Ken- 
sington Gardens yesterday and last 
night. They were drawn from the Brit- 
ish, American, French, Italian, Belgian, 
Japanese, Polish, Rumanian, Portuguese, 
Serbian, Siamese, and Czechoslovakian 
armies. In the line of march the con- 
tingents were arranged in alphabetical 
order, the Americans leading the parade. 
The Americans, led by General John 
J. Pershing, marched in three battalions 
of thirty-three officers and 1,100 men 
each. Belgium had in line 440 officers 
and men, led by General Gillian; France 
was represented by 990 men, and Italy 
by 835. There were five officers and 


tions. 

Behind: the ‘allied section came Vice 
Admirals Beatty and Keyes and other 
high officers of the Grand Fleet, with 
a& naval contingent of 4,000 men. ‘Then 
came 1,000 men from the . mercantile 
mariné and 500 women from various 
war. services. 

Next came Field Marshal’ Haig and 
his staff, leading 5,000 British troops 
of every branch of the service, Maj, 
Gen. Salmond: led the Royal Air Force 
contingent. All the -Dominions had 
forces in line: It had’ beén feared. that 
Canada would not be represented, be- 
cause so few Canadian troops: were left 
in Lendon. At the last moment, how- 
ever, a detachment. was collected and 
it took part in the parade.

every city, town, and hamlet held a 
Peace carnival. Religious services, pro- 
cessions, and sports made up the pro- 
gram in nearly every, place; «In some 
places, particularly the seaside resorts, 
‘battles of flowers’ featured the day. 

Tonight there blazed from hill and 
mountain tops the flare of fires kindled 
in honor of the return of peace. In 
Dover there was a grand illumination, 
the Admiralty having turned over to 
the committee there a large number of 
flares invented by Commander Brock, 
killed at Zecbrugge, who. used this 
means of illuminating the Channel in 
defending the coast and shipping from 
U-boats during the war. These burn 
for seven minutes and light up an area 
of ‘three square miles. 

The navy gavé a big display off the 
mouth of the Thames, more than a hun- 
dred ships, anchored in a line five miles 
long, taking part.

French Swindler’s Trial Involved Of. i 


ficials and Minister Caillaux. 


PARIS, July 19—Henri RKochette, 
banker and promoter, was today sen- 
tenced to two years’ imprisonment and 
to pay a fine of 8,000 france for swin- 
dling French investors to the amount of 
more than. 10,000,000 francs through the 
sale.of Nexican Railroad bonds in 1910. 


Rochette was first arrested in 1908 
Charged with swindling in connection 
with bucket shops. He was released later 
on bail and remained at liberty until 
1912, when’ he disappéared.. He was .lo- 
cated in Mexico: Citly, where he had oc- 
cupied a place close’to Francisco Madero 
at the time he was President of Mexico, 
When his extradition was demanded 
Rochette disappeared. 

In October, 1916, he was found serving 
under an assumed: name in an auto- 
mobile section of the French army and 
placed under arrest.

Rules Requiring Play in Sec- 
tional Championships Waived 
in Favor of Antipodeans. 


Norman E. Brookes and. Gerald L. 
Patterson, with another Australian 
team, Randolph. Lycett and R. V. 
Thomas, have been entered in the na- 
tional doubles championship, ‘to 
Played on the courts of the Longwood 
Cricket Club at Boston the week of 
Aug. 11. Their entry has been accepted 
by vote of the executive committee of 
the United States National. Lawn: Ten- 
nis Association, although.the teams 
will be unable to compete in any of the 
sectional championships preceding the 
national event, 

The first announcements: from -Lon= 
don after the English championship 
stated that the Australians would leave 
on the Aquitania, which sailed about 
July 12. However, a subsequent cable 
was received from Major Middleton of 
the Australian Sports Board, saying 
that they had been unable to sail on 
that ship aes ould, leaye,on. the Adtri- 
atic on July” 1 If the Adriatic had 
left on sefiédale they would have 
reached this country in time to play in 
some of the qualifying events which are 
to'be held the week of July 21 and 28, 
but the sailing was postponed until July 
24, so that the Adriatic can hardly be 
expected before July 31. 

As that would bring the visiting teams 
here too late for any of the qualifying 
events, George T. Adee, President of the 
National Association, communicated 
with the executive committee, who voted 
to accept tne entry of the visiting 
téams without requiring them to win a 
sectional championship. Section 7 of the 
by-laws provides that the ‘‘ Executive 
Committee is empowered, at its discre- 
tion, to permit, for special cause, any 
foreigners or other playérs to enter 
for any match given under the auspices 
of this Association.’’ 

‘*In view of this provision and the 
difficulties the Australian teams have 
éxperienced in securing passage to the 
United States,’’. said Mr. <Adee,:/‘‘It 
seemed ohly fair to waive the require- 
mént that they win a sectional doubles 
event to qualify for the national cham- 
pionships.. Furthermore, as*the visitors 
are coming to the U nited States as the 
guests of the Association, international 
Fete dan & and sportsmanship make it 
desirable that they should ‘have every 

opportunity to take part in our cham- 
PA onships: ‘The opinions of the mémbers 
of the Executive Committee agree on 
this point, afd I am sure that the visit- 
ing fine wggll will be cordially welcomed. 
Our onl vy, he is that théy could not 
reach the United States for the pre- 
liminary Reha and thus play in cities 
where it may be impossible for them to 
appéar after the championships, because 
of their departure for Australia.’

Move at Empire City Designed to 
Help Novice Jockeys. 


The sale of: the contract on Apprentice 
Jockey Lawrence Fator by Stuart Polk 
to Samuel C. Hildreth for . $15,000 is 
proof that riding talent on Amefican 
racé tratks is scarte and emphasizes thé 
importance of giving races frequently in 
which novices will have a chance to ac- 
quire the art of jockeyship. 

It was withghis end in view that the 
Empire City Racing Association placed 
two events on its program open only 
to boys that havé never won a racé, 
and the Kentucky State Racing Commis- 
sion has now advised that such races 
shall be given at all meetings under its 
jurisdiction. The Empire plan carries a 
donation of $25 to the fortunate appren- 
tice. -This sum will buy a pair of boots 
and riding breeches and render the 
youngster independent instead of having 
to borrow his equipment from one of the 
older riders, as is now the case. 

It was through the medium. of these 
races for apprentices that Danny Maher, 
George Odom, Winnie O'Connor, Grover 
Fuller,: and other riders of the premier 
class were developed in former days.

Irving T. Bush, Président of the Bush 
Terminal Company, yesterday gave out 
a review of the commercial prospects in 
Europe, declaring his belief that recon- 
struction there would be much more 
rapid: than generally anticipated.

EDUCATE FREED PEONS. 


Ecuador Starts Elaborate Campaign 
to Teach Duties of Liberty. 


WASHINGTON, July 19.—An elabor- 
ate campaign of education has been un- 
dertaken by the Government of Ecuador 
to impress upon the newly freed peons 
the responsibilities that go with free- 
dom, it was announced today by Dr. 
Rafael H. Elizalde, Ecuador Minister. 
About 500,000 workmen received their 
liberty when the law abolishing peon- 
age recently became. effective, and the 
social structure of the State is some- 
what disorganized as a result. The law

Sees Waste Offset. 


“Europe has gighténed -its belt, has 
patched its clothing, and has gone with- 
out’ many luxuries and comforts which 
seemed cssential before the war. These 
economies have not offset the waste of 
war, but that part of the energy which 
was formerly engaged in producing un- 
necessary luxuries could be transterred 
to the production of munitions without 
materially changing the economic con- 
ditions of the world. . 

“It is also true that a great part of 
the war expenditure has been circulated 
among the peoples of .the countries at 
war through higher wages, and much 
of this has been saved because it could 
not be spent. Money: would not buy 
additionai food, and luxuries upon which 
it might have been spent could not be 
obtained at any price. 

“The nations of Europe are burdened 
with great national debts, but in some 
countries the masses of the people have 
a reserve buying, power which did not 
exist before the war. “There are, of 
course, many excentions to this rule, 
but the people of kingland and France 
have more. money than formerly, even 
though its buying power may not be as 

reat. We also sometimes forget the 

act that as. wages aré increased in a 


to stimulate the development of routes 
that will serve rural communities.: The 
type of operation which would bring 
the most constructive results, according 
to the report, is exemplified by the 
Farmers’ Co-operative Company of 
Hartford County; Incorporated, in 
Maryland. In describing this experi- 
ment the report says: 

“The section in which this co-opera- 
tive association operates has but one 


railroad. Many of the farmers produce 
milk, which is shipped to Baltimore; 
some raise crops, and the remainder 
practice general farming. When a. pri- 
vately owned motor truck route raised 
the rates to more than the farmers 
could pay they decided to organize an 
association and operate trucks of their 
own at actual cost. Now this associa- 
tion is not only transporting the farm- 
er’s produce to town for him and bring- 
ing his supplies out more efficiently and 
at lower rates than the private truck 
ever did, but it has become a wholesale 
purchasing and marketing agency. It 
is now. operating two four-ton trucks, 
which cover about sixty miles daily. 


Presents Farmers’ Case. 

The problem which the average small 
farmer has to face in getting his prod- 
uce to market is described as follows: 

“The farmer cannot profitably pro- 
duce perishable foodstuffs unless he can 
get them promptly to market. The own-

In 1916 there were 
3,678 strikes and 108 lockouts; tn 1917, 
the year the Unfted States entered the 
war, there were 4,233 strikes and 126 
ttockouts, and in 1918 there were 3,181 
strikes and 104 lockouts. ‘The depart- 
ment points out that ft is of the opinion 
that no strikes of importance. have failed 
to come to the attentfon of the United 
States Bureau of Labor Statistics, and 
“that the report is sufficiently com- 
Biete to warrant publication."’ The grand 
total is 11,002.

NEW PEST FROM EUROPE. 


Borer Comes to Threaten 
America’s Greatest Crop. 


The. home gardener’s life sometimes 
seermea to be just one trouble after an- 
other—insect pests, blights, fungus dis- 
ease, droughts and what not. Just 
about the time the rain has come and 
broken the drought and he has sprayed 
away the blights and he thinks he has 
learned to’ combat all the insect pests 
in this country and leans back to take 
things easy for a spell, somebody im- 
ports a few new varieties of crop 
trouble from abroad. This time it is 
the European corn borer that is going 
to cause loss of sleep. 

The European corn borer probably is 
the most fnjurious: insect pest that has 
yet been introduced into this country, 
according to entomologists of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. Unless imme- 
diate and effective measures are taken 
to exterminate this pest, it seriously 


threatens the future of America’s great- 
est cereal crop. Already it is known to 
exist in an area of 500 square miles in 
Massachusetts and 400 square miles in 
New York. Its rapid spread to the en- 
tire country is possible.

Many times. the borers enter near the 
junction of the leaf and stalk. Any 
small hole with sawdust-like material 
coming out of it Indicates the presence 
of borers. Several borers frequently 
work in one stalk, reducing it to a mere 
shell. The nutriment to the qercioeins 
ear is cut off by this injury. The stal 
is weakened, and eventually breaks.

PRAISES BRITISH SEAMEN: 


Head of Fund for Their Aid Tells of 
‘Their Big Part tn War. 


William H. Appleton, Chairman of 
America’s Tribute to British Merchant 
Seamen, which is organizing a nation- 
wide campaign to raise by public sub- 
scription a fund for the benefit of 30,000 
British merchant seamen, who were 
niaimed and ‘disabled during the war by 
German piracy, will sail for England on 
the Carmania on July 22 to further the 
work. He -will confer with Anibassador 
John W. Davis and English Government 
Ministers and. will’ visit the principal 
English seaport, 

“‘ The movement is entirely spontane- 
ous on the part of Americans,’’ Mr. Ap- 
pleton said yesterday at the national 
headqufrters of the organization, 665 
Fifth Avenue. “‘ America, as well as all 
humanity, was benefited by the heroic 
behavior. of those stout-hearted men, 
many of whom were too old to serve in 
the fighting branches or were otherwise 
disqualified physically. 

“They were civilian seamen, and 


neither wore uniforms nor _ received 
medals or ‘citations for, valor, yet they 
performed a vital+part in winning the 
war. Had the enemy succeeded in over- 
coming, even for two weeks, the steady 
flow of food and supplies to France and 
England, those countries would have 
been brought to the verge of starvation 
and the war certainly would have ended 
pao Pra ama! for us and all the rest of 
the civilized world. 

Admiral Sims, Chairman of the hon- 
orary committee of America’s Tribute 
to British’ Merchant Seamen, aptly ex- 
pressed the value set on the work of 
these seamen by those who know when 
he said:-‘ Without the British merchant 
seamen our army and navy would have 
been helpless! ’

The American Red Cross has received 
notification from the officials of the 
Seine-Inferieure, a district of France 
empracing approximately 2,000,000 peo- 
ple, that they have taken over and pro- 


vided ‘for the pérmanent maintenance of 


an organization for the protection of 
mothers and children installed by the 
Red Cross. This reveals for the first 
time one of the. many activities of the 
American relief organizations in France 
that will be an enduring reminder of 
this. country’s friendship. A¢ccompany- 
ing the official communication express- 
ing ncee’s gratitude to the Red Cross 
was a gold medal. 

With headquarters at Rouen, the Red 
Cross| work among the 40,000 French 
and Belgian refugee children was inaug- 
urated about a year ago. The emer- 
gency ‘organization has now become a 
permanent one inthe prefecture and in- 
cludes a model clinic for children, pre- 
natal clinic’ for prospective mothers, 
dental clinic, school for social service 
workers, courses for midwives, school 
teachers, and students, maternity hospi- 
tal capable of eventually accommodating 
1,600, school for children accompanying 
PFospective mothers, children’s hospital 
with 100 ‘beds, end a model dairy farm

living always imminent, these thousands 
of refugees were practically without 
medical attention: The few French and 
Belgian physicians who had not been 
mobilized during the four-year struggle 
were needed by Rouen’s civilian popula- 
tion and in local military hospitals. 

After meeting the emergency needs of 
the refugees, Major Ramsey’s next 
move was to establish a dispensary for 
the children in a building that had been 
provided by M. Charles llemond; Pre- 
fect the Seine-Inferieure:. Mr. le- 
mond had become deeply interested in 
the American doctor’s plan to save the 
children and provide preper. medical 
treatment for the prospective mothers. 
Major Ramsey assembled a staff of 
French women at the clinic, many of 
whom had‘ seen war service during the 
preceding four years.. Hundreds of chil- 
dren were treated there daily. - 


Work Among Children. 


In a majority of cases Major Ramsey 
found the children needed food more 
than medicine, while a survey of their 
homes disclosed conditions that made it 
impossjble for them to keep well. To 
bring about an improvement in this lat- 
ter situation a school for social workers 
was organized. The French and Bel- 
gian authorities provided ‘the pupils 
who, after a theoretical and practical 
course, visited the homes of the refugees 
and instructed them along. sanitary 
lines. With the assistance of the Mayor 
of Rouen, Major Ramsey arranged to 
receive. a daily list of the new-born 
babies so that the mothers and infants 
might not want for proper attention. 
In this connection the Red Cross also 
sent letters to the fathers in the trenches 
telling of the arrival of their babies and 
assuring them that their families were 
being well. cared for.

Helping Freneh Sufferers. 


The Committee for Free Milk for 
France and the Allies have received the 
following letter from Miss Agnes Y.. 
Irvine, a member of the committee, who 
is now in France. 


I have been to a part of the devastated 
North, chiefly because I had an excellent 
opportunity to go with some of the offi- 
cials who were going to investigate the 
condition of some workers in whom they 
were interested. This was an occasion not 
to be missed by anyone who wished to 
know the real inside story of the re-patri- 
ated inhabitants of those regions which 
were first under German domination, then 
destroyed as the Allied troops advanced.

Unfavorable weather reports and some 
rebuying by trade operators who had 
sold out earlier in the week were the 
factors mainly responsible for yester- 
day’s sharp advance, which. carried 
prices up 45 to 59 points above Friday's 
closing. At the outset the market was 
firm, being up 10 points for July and 


The opening prices turned out 
to be the low for the day, for directly 
following the opening call the market 
started its climb, and continued to ad- 
vance until the high prices were 
reached. After 11 o’clock it reacted 20 
points or so, on profit taking on a small 
seale and some evening-up sales for over 
Sunday, but a good part of the gains 
were held to the closing hour, when 
the market was up 30 to 38 points over 
the previous day.

IN THE WAIST INDUSTRY. 


Disregard of Details Is the Cause of 
Most Disputes in it. 
Haste in giving and taking orders has 


meant a big jump in the number of dis- 


putes between manufacturers of waists 


and the fabric manufactlfers, that have 
come up béfote the Arbitration Board 
operated by the Waist League of Amer- 
ica. Executive Director Mosessohn of 
the league estimates that fully 90 per 
cent. of the disputes are caused through 
lack of proper care in the transactions 


now made. 
‘‘Our Arbitration Board,’ he said,

‘It seems to me that 90 per cent. of 
the disputes which have come before our 
Arbitration Board in the last two weeks 
and which are now pending have arisen 
because of the negligence on the part 
of the manufacturers of waists, as well 
as manufacturers of raw materials, in 
failing to give more attention to the 
details of an order because of the haste 
and anxiety on the part of either one 
of the interests to have the order on 
record. There never was a time in the 
waist manufacturing industry when .or- 
ders involving so many. thousands of 
dollars were placed on such short notice. 
And, furthermore, the attitude assumed 
by some manufactures of raw ma- 
terials in the seeking of business 
is without precedent. The indica- 
tions. are that the Arbitration Board 
will have this important work to 
perform for some time to come, and 
1 doubt very much indeed if there 
will be a manufacturing concern in the 
country that will not have just cause 
for action of one kind or another against 
concerns they do business with, due to 
the abnormal prevailing conditions. We 
are confident, however, that our Arbi- 
tration Board will be the means of ad- 
justing those ar ar and establishing 
a gontinuation of freindly feelings on 
the part of buyer and seller. 

‘“In this connection, the standard form 
of confirmation of order, just adopted 
by us, will be the means of obviating 
many misunderstandings, as everythin

TREATY RATIFICATION. * 
Setiator Moses 6f Néw Haripshire has 


had collected some interesting, timely, and 
useful information, now published as a 


Senate document on the “ Ratification of 
Treaties.” The words “ratify” and 
“ ratification” are commonly but loosely 
used_of the Senate’s advice and consent 
to the ratification of a treaty. Satow’s 
“ Diplomatic Practice” says: 
“cation is a solemn act on the part of a 
“Sovereign or by the President of-a 
“republic, by which he. declares that 
“a treaty, convéntion, or other_ intér- 
“national compact - has been sub- 
“mitted to him, and that after ex- 
“amining it he has given his approval 
“thereto, and undertakes a complete and 
“ faithful observance.” What the Senate 
really does is to approve it. The Presi- 
dent: may. or may not ratify -after the 
approval. Mr. JoHN W. FOSTER says in 
“The Practice of Diplomacy” that 
“ after.a treaty has been approved by a 
“ Senate the President has the power of 
“ declining to ratify it and has exercised 
“that power by allowing the treaty to 
“ fail by non-action. . This usually occurs 
“because of amendments made.” 

In a message to the Senate in 1848 


- President PoLkK said of a convention and 


treaty between the United.States, Prus- 
sia, and certain other German States: 


I cannot ratify this convention in 
conformity withthe advice of the 
Senate without violating \my convic- 
tions of duty, 


Hé took the trouble to give his reasons, 
but of course he did not have to. So, after 
what is popularly called “ ratification ” 
of the Hay arbitration treaties, copiously 
amended. by the Senate, Mr. ROOSEVELT 
refused. to ratify them, to submit them to 
the foreign countries concerned. In 1906 
Senator SPOONER declared ‘in the Senate, 
in a famous debate.on the. President’s 
power over the conduct of foreign rela- 
tions, that 

the President is.so’supreme under the 

Constitution in. the matter of treaties, 

excluding’ only the Senate's ratifica- 

tion, that he may negotiate a treaty, 
he may send it to the Senate, it may 
receive: by way of *‘ advice ‘and con- 
sent ’’ the. unanimous judgment of the 

Senate that“it is in the highest degree 
. to the public interest; and yet the 

President is as free: when it ‘is sent 

back ‘to the White House with reso- 

lution of ratification attached’ to put it 

in his desk never again to see the light 

of day. as he was free to determine in 

the first instance whether he would or 
. would not negotiate it. 


The British Parliament has seldom had 
a-hand in the approval or rejection of 
treaties, long regarded as a prerogative 
of the Sovereign; that is, of the Goverh- 
ment. In 1890 ‘the unfortunate treaty 
with Germany, which ceded Heligoland, 
was made “subject to the assent of Par- 
liament.”

1910 Mr. AsquirH said that the Decla- 
ration of London, so momentous. and, in- 
deed, so dangerous to Great. Britain, was 
not subject to the approval of the House 
of Commons. ; 

The French Constitution empowers the 
President of the republic to negotiate 
and ratify treaties, which are to be com- 
municated to Parliament “as soon as 
public safety, will permit.” Cessions, ex~- 
changes, or additions of territory, treaties 
of peace, commerce, those relating ‘to the 
property of French’ citizens in foreign 
countries or to the finances of the re- 
public, are valid only after both cham- 
bers of Parliament have approved. In 
fact, treaties of alliance seem to be the 
only important exceptions that do. not 
require Parliamentary assent. 

In Italy the Government negotiates 
and ratifies without the knowledge of 
Parliament treaties that do not concern 
the national credit or impose a direct 
financial responsibility on the country. 
For thirty years treaties have usually 
been. brought before Parliament prior to 
‘atification. As in England, there is no 
Committee of Foreign Affairs. 


. GERMANY SIGNALS US. 


Evidence piles up that Germany is 
counting on the United States as her 
future friend among the nations. The 
various suggestions that are made in 
that country about how to make friends 
with us are mostly floundering sugges- 
tions and evince as little comprehension 
of our national psychology as did her 
unintentional but ‘successful effort to 
make enemies of us during the first two 
and*ahalfyears of the war.” 
comprehension that something must be 
done is apparent enough. 

In, the past week a fact/and a rumor 
added’ considerable significance: to” the 
growing body of evidence on this point. 
The’ fact was that Count voN. BERN-

are evidences of the rather blind and 
helpless way in which the Germans who 
see ‘the necessity of a “ pro-American 
policy” are going about the task of 
propitiating us. It ig of a piece with 
their attempts. to fraternize with our 
soldiers in the occupied districts. 

The Germans seem quite incapable of 
uncesstanding our-way of thinking, even 
when they live among us as observers 
and are sent here for that purpose as 
diplomats._ That anybody. should think 
of propitiating us. by sending Mr. Har- 
DEN here as Ambassador shows that the 
German ‘mind has not changed since the 
Kaiser sent us a statue of’ FREDERICK 
the Great, since he sent Prince HENRY 


_of Prussia to make a tour of the United 


States. Empire or republic, the German 
rulers seem to have the! same infantile 
ideas of how to please us. There is ‘no 
doubt that the Kaiser would not have 
taken these steps without the knowledge 
and presumably the advice of his Am- 


‘bassador to the United States at that 


time, .vON HOLLEBEN. His residence 
among us had taught VON HOLLEBEN 
nothing; and BERNSTORFF, an abler man, 
seemed during the war to have Maran 
little more. 

He has learned some things, as is evi- 
dent from the cabled ‘extracts from his 
article. He speaks words of sense when 
he tells the-Germans that socjalism_is 
unpopular in the United States, and that 
if they wish to cultivate our friendship 
they must show that they are not only 
unmilitaristic but non-socialist, at least 
so far_as the present European tendency 
of socialism—that of a world revolution 
—is concerned. But his chief reason for 
fosteriig relations with America. is that 
in. this.country “the idea of a League 


of Nations is‘a living one,” and that only 


through the League of Nations can there 
come a revision of the terms of the 
Peace Treaty. 

This can mean nothing else than that 
by coddling America he hopes to get us 
to grow so complacent toward Germany 


_ that we shall use our influence with the 


other Powers to change the Peace Treaty 
in a way favorable to Germany. It is 
his idea of how to get the work done at 
Versailles undone. This notion that we 
can be flattered’ and tickled into giving 
up our ideas of justice is charactér- 
istically German and Bernstorffian.

TARKINGTON AND FAME. 


Some of our literati have once more 


raised the complaint that contemporary 
American writers do not get the glory 
that is due them. There seems to be some 
sentiment in favor of the formation of a 
Society ‘for the Appreciation of Those

“ Huckleberry Finn” or “ The Man That

First by teaching 
school and then by working-as a law 
clerk in Chicago at $8 a week, he paid 
his way through ‘the Union College of 
Law, being graduated in 1887. with a 
double prize, for scholarship and for ora- 
tory.

The Budget Delay.

It met 
with a’ -hearty response from , thinking 
people all over the country, as nec- 
essary not .only on account of a 
permanent large increase in our an- 
nual expenditures, but. as the only 
basis for a .wise economic handling 
of Government finances. Yet sorely as 
it. was needed, it was admittedly a dit- 
ficult problem, and the Republican plan, 
in:accordance with the principle of pre- 
paredness for legislation on the subject, 
was to have a commission report to 
Congress Dec. 1 a proposal for a na- 
tional budget system. The commission 
was to consist.of the Secretary of the 
Treasury and two other executive offi- 
tials of the Government and three mem- 
bers of the Senate and three of the 
House, thus bringing into the delibera- 
tions of the committee the two branches 
of the Government. For the pay ‘of ex- 
perts. and ‘clerical assistance ’$20;000 was 
to be appropriated. 

Senator Edge of New Jersey, Repub- 
lican, speaking to the Senate of the ad- 
vantages. New Jersey had derived from 
its budget system, said of the commis- 
sion plan: 

“The only possible way to some ex- 
tent to bring this great business of gov- 
ernment under one general head, so that 
Congress can legislate with a feeling of 
some confidence on the requisition ap- 
propriation bills that are presented to 
it, is to have a commission of that 
character not directly connected with 
any . department, but representing the 
Congress and the Chief Executive, the 
latter the business manager of. the coun- 
i; That would be the way to get a real 
kbudget system, it has been argued, and 
to make a sincere effort for a plan of 
operation that would cut out all Con- 
gressional ‘“‘ pork.’” But the plan met 
an untoward fate. In the popular Con- 
gressional parlance of this term of Con- 
gress it was ‘‘ submarined.’’ Since the 
plan was -killed, Representative Good of 
Iowa has introduced a resolution creat- 
ing ‘‘ a select committee on budget ’’ to 
consider all measures dealing with the 
budget question and to formulate legis- 
lation to set up such a system, and last 
week the Senate passed a resolution for 
a. Committee of Ten to report a budget 
plan. by Dec. 1. There has been a con- 
(tention in some quarters that a constitu- 
tional amendment would be necessary 
before a real budget system could be in- 
stalled. 

° Speaking of this and other cases of 
**submarining,”’ Senator epsiected Re- 
publican, said’on the floor: 

**I think the action of the aniteeede 
on this matter illustrates the abundant 
capacity of Republican leadership to 
make mistakes, for this-is certainly a 
serious mistake from this standpoint. 
*-* * JT have observed, Mr. President, 
that a number of bills at this session 
have had a very. difficult time passing

Kenyon on Party Mistakes.

Graham’s Attack on Council. 

As preparedness had been the keynote 


of the Republicans since before the war,, 


no one expected a Republican leader to 
get so lost on a main issue as to assail 
preparedness on the part of the Demo- 
crats. Yet that in effect is what Will- 
iam J. Graham, Chairman of the House 
War Investigating Committee, did when 
he launched his attack against the Coun- 
cil of National Defense for what he 
termed ‘‘ secret. government.”” In Mr. 
Graham's indictment was the following: 

“It appears fromm the minutes of the 
Advisory Commission and the Council, 
which were kept separately, that practi- 
cally allofthe measures which were aft- 
erward: considered war measures were 
initiated by this council and Advisory 
Commission, adopted by the council, 
and afterward passed by Congress. In 
many instances, a considerable period 
before the.actual declaration of war 
with. Germany, this. Advisory Commis- 
sion: was discussing matters which were 
thought to.be new legislation, conceived 


b by.reason of the necessities of war.” 


In the legislation for the army |the Re- 
publicans have equally gone ‘against 
their doctrine of preparedness. The 
passion of the Republicans of the House 
to.make. a record for economy was the 
cause; the cuts of the House have been 
so heavy that the Senate has been fre- 
quently*compelled to raise them, to pre- 
vent serious harm. This the Democrats 
call playing politics between the “Repub- 


licans of the two branches; the House. 


slashes are sent broadcast over the land, 
while the Senate-additions receive small 
attention. 

The result of the House Republicans’ 
cut in the Army Appropriation bill. will 
reduce the armed forces of the United 
States to 240,000 on Oct. 1 and for the 
nine remaining months of the fiscal 
year. The average for e . twelve 
months is 325,000, there now being in 
the army about 750,000. Senator Wads- 
worth, the Republican head of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs, 
thought an army of 400,000 was small 
enough, and this was the decision of his 
committee, in view of the uncertainties 
of the situation facing the United 
States. Recounting his experience with 
the House’ conferees, Senator Wads- 
worth said: 

“‘In the first part of our conference 
with the House conferees, the Senate 
conferees offered to compromise on an 
average army of 350,000 men. The 
House conferees took that proposal back 
to the House of Representatives, and the 
House by a rising vote * * * refused to 
accept it. [Unanimous.] * * * They 
then camg back and announced the re- 
sult to the Senate conferees. Of course, 
so far as that) item was concerned, it 
Was no longer in conference; in other 
words, the House conferees appeared be- 
fore the Senate conferees as ambassa- 
dors with an ultimatum.” 

Preparedness Abandoned. 

So, if in some crisis after Oct. 1 our 
forces are found to be smaller than they 
should be, it will be the Republicans 
against whom the charge of unprepared- 
ness can be made, and, as the world re- 
mains in a state of great unrest, it is 
being prophesied in many quarters that 
the Republican House has made a mis- 
take that may prove serious. 

Another effect of this cut is the dis- 
charge of all emergency army officers 
in September. Thus all the extra frame- 
work of officer army organization cre- 
ated by the war goes to pieces. The 
discharge includes many young officers 
who, after examination as to compe- 
tency, were being retained to meet the 
officer demands for general military 
training which Republican leaders here- 
tofore have so strongly advocated. Once 
they are out of service and in civilian

This was pointed out as an iNustration 
of haphazard assaults on necessary ap- 
propriations. The current criticism is 
that, although every dollar the Republi- 
cans can save without injury to some 
needed public work will be to their 
credit in the eyes of the country, 
where, from narrow outlook, they pare 
below that line, hurtful results will turn 
against them, especially when they are 
dealfng with such important arms of na- 
tional saféty as the army and the navy— 
in a word, violating their old watchword 
of preparedness. 

League of Nations Policy. 


In the League of Nations contest, Re- 
publican leaders of the Senate have, in 
the language of one of their most prom- 
inent members, *‘ smelt around ”’ to see 
how the people were going to stand on 
the question. 

Their policy. has been from day to day. 
Republicans. all over the country who 
looked to them for some guiding prin- 
ciple that would apply with lasting con- 
sistency have failed to receive any help. 
That is admitted. Most prorninent 
among the shifts have been these: In 
the beginning Republican leaders were 
for a treaty of peace first and the tak- 
ing up of the question of a League of Na- 
tions later; then for a separation of the 
League of Nations covenant from the 
treaty and the ratification of the treaty 
first; then for reservation by resolution 
while passing on the treaty and League 
as a whole. It has been a, policy. of 
hesitation, feeble on any affirmative 
proposition, strong only in negative po- 
sitions—very different from. that posi- 
tive, aggressive leadership which marked 
the Republican leaders in. the con- 
structive period following. the, civil war, 
and, in later days, in sharp contrast to 
the bold and vigorous initiative of Theo- 
dore ‘Roosevelt. 

One Republican at Washington said 
last week: ‘‘ Yes, we have balled things 
up considerably, but it shows we are 
independently trying to find. the way. 
You see, we have been out of office six 
years, and we can’t come back in a few 
weeks. In a month you will see a great 
change toward a firm, consistent,,.and 
broad policy on public questions.”’ 

Another. Republican said: 

‘The trouble is that the standpatters 
control Congress, while in the country 
at large ‘the progressives, followers of 
Roosevelt, are in the great majority. 
This is the heart of the situation that 
has bred discord between the Republican 
Congress and the Republican country. 
The progressives in the Senate made a 
great mistake when they surrendered to 
the standpatters, for by a large major- 
ity their party was behind them. There 
is only one way to mend the situation 
now. That is for the progressive ele- 
ment in the party to'impress its views 
on Washington in some way that will 
break the grip of the old-liners. Other- 
wise ‘submarining’ will continue, and 
the Republican Congress will find itself 
with little real progressive constructive 
legislation to its credit when the Presi- 
teeta campaign rolls around.”’ 








NOVEL CASES IN THE COURTS. 





In a case in the United States District 
Court for the District of Washington, 
entitled United States v. Darmer, and 
reported in 249 Federal Reporter, 988, a 
petition was filed by the United States 
District Attorney, alleging fraud by the 
defendant in the procurement of his cer- 
tificate of citizenship in naturalization 
proceedings had in 1888, and) praying 
for its cancellation. The petition alleged

that he was of German descent, and 
that if he bought any bonds it would: be 
the same.as kicking his own -mother, 
and refused on that ground, further 
stating that he would rather throw all 
his property into the bay than buy one 
fifty-doliar Liberty Bond. Defendant 


Cushman, in denying the motion, said: 

‘ “Phe language charged to have seen 
used by him, standing by itself, tends 
to show loyalty and allegiance to ‘Ger- 
many rather than to the United States. 
Such positive expressions. of alien alle- 
giance, uncontradicted and unexplained, 
give rise to a presumption of some con- 
tinuity and. duration of existence.

_ Question Whether Constitutional and- Common Law Rights of the Citizen, 


OTICE was served in the House 
of Representatives last week 
that when consideration of the 
prohibition enforcement meas- 

@re was resumed an amendment would 
be offered to make it unlawful for a 
person to retain possession of liquor 
@tored prior to July 1. 

In commenting on the situation Will- 
fam H. Hirst, lawyer for the Brewers’ 
Association, declared that, in all proba- 

‘-Pility, the amendment would be passed. 
The rmidvement, he said, was just one 
wtep further along the program of en- 
actments, which déprived the individuals 
of the nation of their constitutional 
rights. 

“This is a comparatively unexpected 
‘gmeasure On the part of the prohibition- 
insta,’ he said. ‘‘I have not yet given 
the matter a thorough study. One thing, 
hewever, is certain, that the laws of 
Wearch and seiztire which have come 
Gown to us from centuries of civiliza- 
‘tion’ are at stake. 

“The matter cannot be fought on the 
soore of being private property or being 
protected by ex post facto laws. If the 
Wedleral law is made to read that liquors 
@re opén to confiscation, then they can 
be 6onfiscated, private property or ‘not. 
Melther do ex post facto laws give any 

. to the problem. It is true a

“This code of law accompanied the 
Colonists to America, anda it rertiained 
their law in the New World. It finds 
expression in our Federal Constitution, 
and permeates our entire system of gov- 
ernment. Again quoting se Cooley:

Constitational Safeguards. 

“The maxim of thé cémmon law 
which sectires to the citizen immunity 
in his home against the prying 4yes of 
the Government so deeply impressed the 
framers of the Federal Constitution that 
they deemed it important to iri¢orporate 
in the Constitution « provision which 
would safeguard the péedple agaist un- 
warrantable intrusion of executive 
agents into thelr houses, This the

exercise of this right must not be un- 
reasonable, and a warrant may only is- 
sué upon probable cause siipported by 
oath or affirmation, particularly de- 
scribing the plase to be seatehed and the 
things to be séiked. It.is an arbitrary 
process and is only intended to be re- 
sorted to for very Ufgent reaséns and 
under very stritt limitations, A war- 
rant will only be granted in cases ex- 
presaly authoriaed by law and only after

committed, and that the party complain- 
ing has reasonable cause to suspect that 
the propérty which was the instrument 
of the crime is concealed in some par- 
ticular place. The suspicion itself is 

sufficient, but courts have heid that it 
must be well founded. The warrant is 
not allowed for the purpose of obtaining 
évidénce of ah inténded crime; the evi- 
dence of ah offense actually committed 
must precede the issuante of a warrant. 

“Tn pursuance to this right of search 
and séizure, search warrants have here- 
tofote been allowed to search for stolen 
goods, for goods supposed to have been 
Smuggied into the country in violation 
of the revenue laws, for impleménts of 
gaming or counterfeiting, for lottery 
tickets, or fof liquore kept for sale con- 
trary to law. The courts have generally 
held that the powér of the Legislature 
to authorize a resort to search and 
seiaure is one which can properly bé ex- 
ercised only in extreme cases and have 
beén very careful, as a file, in throwing 
protéction around the sacredness of the 
homie. Judge Cooley says:

Is Possession a Orime? 

“I know, of no controlling cases in 
which thé courts have sustained a law 
which makes the possession of alcoholic 
liquors for personal use @ crime: Before 
séafch afd seizure Would have any Vale 
or efficacy as a remedy in the hands of 
an exedutive officer it would first have 
to be established that the possession of 
liquor for private use Was a crimé. If 
the courts Were to sustaih an enactment 
which made such possession &® crime, 
thén @ séarch and séiaure warrant might 
be isstied upon suspicion which was wéll 
founded. upon facts. But in the light of 
the English common law and its devel- 
opment and the constitutional limitation 
upon search and seistire, it could nét be 
successfully conténded that such a 
search and selgure was reasénable. 

** It-.would unquestionably be most re- 
mote fromi the purpose and the intention 
of the founders of our republican sys- 
tem of government to subjéct our people 
to that kind of tyratiny, but if the courts 
éeounténaficéd an att whieh madé the 
mere possession of liquor a cfime, the 
exercise of séarch and séisufe would 
probably become & <doffirtion practice.

army of spiés with roving commissions 
might be pleased to suspect. 

e men who originally put a limita- 
tion upon the right of search and seizure 
in the English common law made an un- 
reasonable warrant appear ridiculous 
in so much as it was construed as a 
Wwarffant against the whole English 
Nation. Should Congress heatken unto 
the prohibitionists to the extent of mak- 
ing the possession of liquor for private 
use a crime, they will pronounce ansin- 
dictment against the Américan Nation, 
and should they allow search and seizure 
in such cases they will sanction the is- 
suing of a Warrant against the Ameri- 
cah Nation. But the frenzy and the 
arbitrariness with which prohibition leg- 
islation has been pushed leaves us in 
doubt as to what rights, privileges, and 
immunities really are. protected and 
guaranteed by the Constitution. If you 
were to ask mé whether Congress has a 
right tO pass the search ahd séizure 
measure in question, I should say 
no, if it is guided by the wh- 
questioned and clear purposes ahd 
provisions of the Constitution, the 
hundreds of yéars of the development of 
the cOmtmon law from Magna Charta 
phd the growth and development of the 
American system of government by 
sane and scientific judicial interpreta- 


tion, 
Progressive Aggression: 


“The consideration of prohibition-leg- 
islation, both realized and eontemplated, 
makes one Wonder how rapidly and 
freckléssly the rights, privileges, and im- 
tunities guaranteed by the Constitution 
can be swept away. Pach stép of ag- 
gression furnishes a precedent for the 
next one, and a continuance of them is 
threatened. which will make us fail to 
recognize the Govéernmént set up by the 
founders. 

“The Pederal prohibition amendment 
not only introduces a- freakish element 
into the Constitution, but it would prove 
stultifying in ite operation. This is em- 
phasised when We contethplate the very 
confiscation of property involved, about 
which complaint is made by British 
stotkholdets in American brewerles. 
Public opihion in America. seems to be 
resénting this extreme abuse of the s0- 
galled police power. It recognizes that 
when the Federal Government appropri- 
ates the inherent police power of the 
State and does so in @ manner which 
destroys liberty and property, it is in- 
troducing inte the Federal Constitution 
an amendment that either repeals or 
nullifies the Wifth Amendment, which 
protects the individual against the Na- 
tional Government by providing that 
3 * © © por shall any person * * * 
be daprived of life, liberty, or property, 
‘without due process of law; nor shall 
private property be taken for public use, 
without juet compensation.’ 








trarily violates. the fundamental fdea of 
personal liberty, and it also cdnfiscates 
property without conipensation. It flies 
absolutely in the face of the Fourteenth 
Amendment, which puts thé very limita- 
tion on the States that the prohibition 
amendment removes from the Féderal 
Government, namely, that no State 
‘shall deprive any person of life, lib- 
erty, or property, without due process of 


jurisdiction the equal protection of the 
laws.’ 

** Due process of law, and just coém- 
pensation for private property taken fpr 
public use, and equal protection of the 
laws mean, if they have any signifi- 
cance at all, that a person may hot 
deprived of his liberty unless he has 
committed some offense of deinten 
some law, ahd only after a fair trial; 
and that he maéy not be deprived of his 
property or livelihood except for: some 
public beriefit, and then only after he 
has been compensated theréfor. These 
safeguards of individual rights do not 
discriminate between persons hor ‘are 
they -respecters of persons. All are 
dealt with alike. If the Government 
takes property for widehing a street or 
to fernove & menace to the purity of 
water supply, it not only is authorized 
to act for the public benefit but must 
pay for the property appropriated ac- 
cording to the process provided by law. 
If it takes away a business and a good- 
will or a private stock of liquor it can- 
not disregard the rights of the persons 
coficerned, but mist pay for them; 
otherwise it is acting without due proc- 
ess and the persons affected are de- 
nied just compensation and thé equal 
protection of the laws. 

“The prohibition afmendment deals 4 
fatal blow to this eleméntary prindiple 
of justice and will establish a dangerous 
precedent. Following the lead of the 
national “prohibition amendment the 
only thing required to override a vested 
or guaranteed right “br to overturn a 
fundamental principle of govefnment is 
to amend the Constitution, The same 
process. Which grafts a local police or- 
dinance on the Constitution and which 
challenges the ofiginal jurisdiction of 
the United States Supreme Court and 
upSets the supremacy of the Constitutionf 
in Federal matters, May be invoked to 
repeal. Bection. 10. of Article I, of the 
Constitution, which provides: ‘No 
State shall * * * pass any bill of at- 
tainder, ex post facto law, or law im- 
pairing the obligation of sohtracts 
** 4 Tf the sanctity of li and prop- 
erty and equal protection of the laws 
guaranteed by the Constitution may bé 
swept away bY amendment, then there 
is no right, privilege or immunity which 
may not be mithlessly sacrificed when 
enough States get ready to amehd the 
Constitution. It may then indeed be 
said, what is the+Constitution between 
States? Thé.repablican form of govern- 
ment sét up by thé founders will be no 
more. 

““ ‘The Revolutionary War resulted in 
the Union of States under our Federal 
Constitution. The civil war decided that 
the Union of States created by that Con- 
stitution could not be broken up. The 
issue over the prohibition amendment 
will decide whether or not our Constitu- 
tion may be’ broken down by the States. 
We are facing the supremé test. The 
destructibility or the indestrictipility of 
our Government is the q’

The big companies of vaudeville people 
who once sang, jazzed, and danced for 
the crowd at the tables have been for the 
most part dismissed. Orchestras still 
play for dancing and a few of the “‘ ar- 
tists ’’ hold on to keep up the courage of 
the mahagement, but it is freely admit- 
ted that the bottom has been knocked 

t of the late-at-night restaurant busi- 

ess. 

‘Falling off in recéipts, viola l’en- 
néemi,’’ said Monsieur the Manager at 
one of the best-knowm cabaret places. 
‘We have still many people who come 
and dite. ‘They dance The cool 
weather has much to do with that. But 
no man can eat $15 worth of food. He 
can easily drink that amount of cham- 
paghe Ih an evening. Receipts—that is 
where it hits us,” 

At this place the street bar has betn 
closed, an upstaifs addition surrendered, 
never to opéh again, and the big com- 
pany of cabaret people reduced to two. 
And that is an example of what has 
happened to half & dozen places along 
what was formerly thé Gay White Way. 

Hotel Men Marking Time. 

Leading hotel men last week main- 

tained a ¢urlous attitude of reserve on 
the prohibition question. ‘The example 
of the tinexpécted power of the dry forces 
in Congress made them very thought- 
ful and possibly too full for utterance. 
Hotel men like Mr. Green of the Wood- 
ward, President of the New York City 
Hotel Men’s Association, and Oscar of 
the Waldorf were reticent about ex- 
pressing any opinion as to the present. or 
the future. 
. “We ate waiting,” hotel men say. 
Bome of them look hopefully for a Presi- 
dential veto of a too drastic prohibition 
enactment méasure. The position of the 
Presidént in favor of wine and beer 
gives them encouragement. For the 
present they are marking time, counting 
on & period between the end of wartime 
prohibition and the time the constitu- 
tional qmendment goes into effect next 
January for the extra gest of & hall and | en 
farewell to alcohol to fecoup sdtne of 
the heavy losses they are now suffering 
duting thesé lean days.

The great prose master had a rath- 
er excitable temperament, as Charles 
Nickens has testified’ (The novelist 
put him in ‘‘ Bleak House” as Boy- 
thorn—‘‘ with the genius and much 
else left out,’’ as Havelock Ellis says.) 
Landor dearly loved his flowers, and 
| in His distiay he gave birth to a classic 
phrase. Nowadays we would -gladly 
put a chef on the throne, so debased 
has become the world’s cuisine. But 
Landor was an aristocrat masquerad- 
ing as a fierce democrat and his gest- 
ure was a typical one; and in the gen- 
tlemmanly interest; we might say a 
sentieman’s prerogative,.one that has 
gone quite out of fashion. 
I. am minded of his despairing cry 
when I think of Walter Pater. «& 
member of.the delicious Hermione’s 
family, indelibly recorded by Don Mar- 
quis, asked me once upon a time if the 
prose of Pater didn’t remind me of 
crushed violets. I rélated then and: 
‘there the adventure of Landor’s cook 
and the flower bed.' Her answer 
threw much light on her mentality: 
‘* I wonder what the cook said? ’’ she 
asked. But Pater prose and crushed 
violets! For the life of me I carngt 
bridge this gulf of the dissimilar, Some 
' of Whistler is an indigestion of straw- 
berries and cream; but Pater and vio- 
lets! Walter. Pater wasn’t as ‘‘ pre- 
cious,’’ as insipid as his imitators. The 
truth is that his would-be disciples 
have clouded popular comprehension. 
He formed no school. Himself the 
product of many complex currents of 
thought and emotion, a man who filed 
his feelings to a tenuous degree, there 
was never in him a compelling crea~- 
tive element, a simple great idea that 
would have progeny. His originality 
was the result of accretions and rejec- 
tions, the tact:of omission, to use a 
phrase of his own making. All nuance, 
he also possesses a tangible charm-not 
compounded of sweetness and light, as 
is the style of Cardinal Newman, nev- 
ertheless winning. Mr. Greensliet has 
happily called his style African, as op- 
posed to the Asiatic profusion of De 
Quincey. African or Alexandrian, it is 
a style that is seldom strongly affirm- 
ative. It sets forth in precise relief 
his Lydian music and felicitous skepti- 
cism. Pater paints pictures in his 
prose, and, like Flaubert, his images 
and. ideas. are ever fused. He would 
have: said that a change in a nation’s 
music meant a change in a nation’s 
laws. Yet it is a popular misconcep- 
tion of Flaubert’s and Pater’s methods

Nor was Pater all-musie, all languot) 
and ecstasy. Consider this sentence 
on style: ‘* Since all progress.of mind 
qensists for the most part in differen- 
tiation, in the resolution of an obscure 
and complex object into its component 
aspects, it is surely the stupidest of 
losses to confuse things that rigid rea- 
son has put asunder, to lose the sen- 
tence’df.achieved distinctions, the dis- 
tinction between poetry and prose, for 
instanée; ‘or, ‘to. speak more’ exactly, 
between the laws of characteristic ex-, 
cellences of verse and prose composi- 
tion.’’ Pater often made arid and com- 


‘plicated: prose; when he dealt with an 


abstract idea he could write almost as 
colorlessly as Herbert Spencer, though 
never missing step in his rhythmic 
gait. But he needed a personality to 
set humming in him the warmer music 


of human sympathy. How much sim- 


pler is his definition of style in the 
essay on Pascal: ‘‘ The essence of 
all good style, whatever its accidents, 
is expréssiveness.’’ And expressive- 
ness is his characteristic charm. 

On a certain occasion Matthew Ar- 
nold advised Frederic Harrison to 
‘* flee Carlylese as the very .devil,’’ 
and doubtless would have given the 
same advice regarding Paterese. It is 
true Pater is dangerous for stu- 
dents. This theme of style, so admira-- 
bly vivified in Sir Walter Raleigh's 
monograph—the best we know of; 
Robert Louis Stevenson’s essay on the 
technical elements of style is too tech- 
nical, valuable as it is—has been worn 
threadbare from Aristotle to Renton 
and his Logic of Style. Pater pro- 
duced slowly—he wrote five books in 
twenty years, at the rate of an es- 
say or two every year, thus match- 
ing Flaubert in his tormented pro- 
auction. The chief accusation brought 
against the Pater method of work- 
ing and his consequent style is its 
lack of spontaneity; it is not a natural 
style. But a ‘*‘ natural style,’’ so 
called, is not encountered in its full 
flowering more than a half dozen 
times during the course of a century; 
verhapsthat figure is an exaggeration. 
The French write all but flawless 
prose. To match Flaubert, Renan, or 
Anatole France we must go to Ruskin, 
Newman, and Pater. When we say, 
** Let us write simple, straightfor- 
ward English,’’ we are setting a stand- 
ard that has been reached only by 
Thackeray, Newman, Arnold, and how 
few others? There are as many vic- 


tims of the “ natural English " for- 
muig as there are of the “ artificial’” 
formula of Pater and tSevenson. The 
oo» wndistinguished, lean commer- 
Cial ¢2m,;''*:, and pass unnoticed in the 
vast whirlpool of universal mediocrity, 
where the cliché is lord of the para- 
graph. The others, victims to a mis- 
guided ideal of affected *‘ fine writ- 
ing,’’ are more éasily detected and de- 
nouncéd by purists, pedants, and other 
sultry professorial persons. 

Now, properly spéaking; there is no 
such thing as a ‘‘ natural’’ style. 
Even Newman confessed to laborious 
days, though he ever wrote with the 
idea uppermost, and with little thought 
of style. A master, Renan, disliked 
the teaching of ‘‘ style "’ per se—as if 
the secret could ‘be imparted—yet he 
toiled over his manuscripts. We re- 
call the Flaubert case. With Pater 
one should not rush to the cgmclusion, 
because he produced slowly, that, he 
was of an artificiality all compact. For 
him prose was a fine art. He could no 
more have used a phrase coined by an- 
other than he could have worn the 
other mah’s hat. He embroidered 
upon the canvas of his themes the 
grave and lovely phrases we so envy 
and admire. Prose—*' cette ancienne 
et trés jalouse chose,’’ as it was de- 
scribed by Stéphane ‘Mallarmé—for Pa- 
ter was at once a pattern and a ca- 
dence, a picture and a song. Never 
suggesting hybrid “* poetic-prose,’’ the 
stillness of his style—atmospheric, lan- 
guorous, sounding sweet undertones— 
is always in the true rhythm of prose. 
Speed is absent. _The tempo is usually 
lenten. Brilliancy is not pursued; 
there ts a hieratic, almost episcopal, 
pomp. The sentences uncoil their 
many-colored lengths; there are 
echoes, repercussions, tonal imagery, 
and melodic evocation; there is clause 
within clause that occasionally con- 
fuse; for compensation we are given 
harmonies newly orchestrated, as sa- 
lient, as mordant, and as subtly rare 
as chords in the music of Brahmis or 
Debussy. Sane prose it always is; but 
seldom simple. It is extremely per- 
sonal, and while it may not make 
music for every ear, it is exquisitely 
adapted to the idea it garbs. Read 
Ruskin aloud and then apply the same 
vocal test to Pater, and the magnifi- 
cent harmonies of the older man will 
conquer your ear by storm; but Pater, 
like Newman, will make your ear cap- 
tive in a persuasive snare more deli- 
cately varied, and with modulations 
more enchanting. Never oratorical, in 
eloquence slightly muffled, the last 
manner of Pater hinted at newer com- 
pinations. Of his prose We may say, 
quoting his own words concerning an- 
other theme: “‘ It is beauty wrought 
from within, * * * the deposit, little

Like most other neutrals living in Ger- 
many at-this time, I had fallen somewhat 
under the hypnotic spéll of the official 
German presentation of the events that 
had led to the war.. Reading in the 
German newspapers that the French 
had opened hostilities by bomibarding 
Ntirnberg and that the Russians were 
on the point of crossing its eastern 
frontiers, I believed that Germany, if 
not entirely innocent, was at least not 
alone gulflty, that the two coalitions that 
had distrusted and feared one another 
[for so long a time had rushed at’ each 
other in a sudden: fit’ of panic on both 
sides. I felt.certain that Germany was 
not animated by hatred and would, in 
the consciousness of the high standing 
in civilization which.it claimed for itself, 
carry on the war fairly and humanely, 
that. its motto would be “noblesse 
oblige.” 

The invasion of Belgium dispelled my 
illusion, and I felt assured that my 
German friends in Berlin, men and 
women o2 intelligence and of high per- 
sonal honor, many of whom I had 
known for a lifetime, would share my 
abhorrence of the srime against Bel- 
gium. I was amazed to- find: that,-far 
from doing so, they almost unanimously 
indorsed the doctrine of the Imperial 
Chancellor, Bethmann-Hollweg, that in 
an. extreme case treaties were to be con- 
sidered mere scraps of paper. Some 
of my friends, in whose personal honor 
I have implicit faith even now, went so 
far as. to criticise the Chancellor se- 
verely for having admitted that Ger- 
many had committed a wrong against 
Belgium, for -which that country was 
entitled: «to receive full compensation. 
“ Bismarck,” my friends’ declared, 

would never have been guilty of such 
a confession; he would, in a similar 
case, have found justification for, the 
invasion of Belgium, or he weuld simply 
have presented a brazen front to the 
world.” 


I:may be permited to say, in*passing, 
that this was only the first of many 
occasions on which I have heard Ger- 
mans sigh for the “Iron Chancellor ” 
as ‘the progress of the war disclosed the 
pitiable lack of German diplomats o7 
ability. ‘‘ Bismarck,” I heard, ** would 
never have permitted this formidable 
coalition against Germany to be formed ; 
he would have directed Germany’s pol- 
icy of friendship toward England rather 
than toward Russia; he would not have 
lét himself be caught in stupid intrigues 
like that with Mexico against the United 
States,” &c.. Perhaps. Bethmann-Holl- 
weg himself was visited after his speech 
in-the Reichstag by the:angry shade of 
Bismarck and prompted to say, a few 
days. later, that he'had long known of 
plans made by the Allies, with Belgium’s 
consent, to. march through that country 
in case of war, and that the Germans 
had merely anticipated their enemies’ 
move.

Rise in Tide of Spirite. 


Onvthe next day and during the weeks 
ef mobilization following it, the spirits 
fosé higher and higher,. as Berlin saw 
fhe machine of war, which for decades 
had been kept well oiled and ready for 
fmstant use, thundering through its 
streets by day and by night, with fault- 
-less precision. Under the stimulus of 
Government pronouncements the press 
of all political shades joined in the 
chorus of. the militarists and Pan Ger- 
thans; for had not these been proved 
justified in their demands: for an over~ 
whelming armament on land and sea? 
Had not their predictions come true? 
Had not the intrigues of the late King 
Bidward VII. borne fruit at last? Were 
mot ravenous wolves rushing upon the 
fmnocent lamb to rend it? 

‘The people heard and read and were 
convinced, and when their Emperor 
proclaimed that “‘ henceforth he would 
not know parties, but only Germans,”’ 
they enthused. Hundreds of thousands 
of men'in Berlin below the military age 
pressed for enlistment, foremost..among 
them many young men of Jewish faith 
who, having hitherto been discriminated

Lawless Necessity. 


‘When, from the standpoint of a neu- 
tral,.I discussed the Belgian matter with 
my friends, asking them how they could 
justify the invasion of a country whose 
inviolability Germany itself had guar- 
anteed, their answer invariably centred 
In the motto: “‘ Not kennt kein Gebot.” 
(Necessity knows no law.) I asked a 
Berlin Judge of high standing, who also 
quoted to me this most yicious of all 
proverbs, whether, on its basis, he would 
recommend the acquittal of a drunkard 
who, lacking the price of the dram 
without which ‘he feared that he must 
perish, had committed a murder in or- 
der to obtain the few pennies necessary 
to buy whisky. The Judge could not see 
the bearing of my question upon the 
German invasion of Belgium, by which, 
as he said, no law had been broken but 
only an agreement sacrificed to the great 
necessity of the Germans to win a war 
that had been forced upon them. 


It was a hopeless.undertaking to argue 
with people who, on the false premise 
that their country had been treacherous- 
ly attacked, based the equally false con- 
clusion that theirs was the necessity that 
knows. no law, and who justified. every 
war crime from the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania to the unrestricted submarine war- 
fare ‘by the: use of a pernicious proverb: 
It seemed, indeed, as.if ‘‘ Not kennt kein 
Gebot*’ had acted as a poison that had 
caused the Germans, formerly called the 
nation of poets and thinkérs and famed 
for, their honesty and common sense, to’ 
run amuck mentally and morally, 
England’s answer to the invasion of 
Belgium was her declaration of war. 
It.caused comparatively little anxiety in 
Berlin except among the lower classes 
e population, who had not lost their 
old respect for England’s traditional su- 
premacy on the sea. The more intelli- 
gent, newspapeér-reading inhabitants of 
the capital, having followed closely the 
German ‘Government's extensive’ fleet- 
building policy of the last years, were 
much less dismayed. On the evening on 
which England's.declaration of war was 
published in the Berlin papers I joined 
a group of my neighbors, who had 
stopped a passing army officer of. their 
.acquaintance and were anxiously inquir- 
ing whether, in-his opinion, this new and 
powerful addition to the number of their 
enemies did not mean certain defeat for 


made officers when it could not possibly 
be avoided, but in all other respects 
eziti-Semitism reigned during the war in 
the*same measure as before. 

The physical examination of recruits 
was a very careful one at this time. The

Handling of Foreign Press. 


Doring the early phases of the war 
when their armies, profiting by the un- 
preparedness of their opponents, were 
generally victorious, they permitted ‘all 
newspapers, even those published in 
Liendon and Paris, to enter freely, but 
they saw to it that no German reader 
believed a word uttered in any press but 
his own concerning the occasional set- 
backs of the Germans, or regarding their 
manner of treating the population of the 
fnvaded territories. Later on they 
barred foreign papers at periods. when 
the Allies had gained some great suc- 

5 the reports of which in-the foreign 
could not possibly be flatly con- 
tradicted. Had foreign newspapers been 
barred entirely, they would surely have 
Dé smuggled in; and their, war bul- 
letins and: editorial articles, against

This feeling of confidence: abated con- 
siderably when \England had . declared 
and ‘made effective its food blockade. 
Here was a. convincing proof of the in- 
tention and the of apo’ of Great Britain, 
“that ‘nation of shopkeepers,’ to be- 
come a terrible factor in. the war; here 
was also an infringement on Germany's 
|monopoly to. bréak’ the law of nations 
and, as the Germans called it, an act of 
fiendish cruelty ‘to German women and 
children. “ To whom," said my friends, 
“can our Government turn for redress 
with a better right than to America, 
the country -which..owes more friend- 
ship and ‘Sratitude to us than to any 
other nation? Have not men of German 
birth helped, in your civil war, to pre- 
serve the Union from disintegration? ”’ 
I recalled to them the fact that, on the 
other hand, German Princes had, during 
the. war of ‘the revolution, sent troops 
over to help in the struggle to prevent | 
the* Union from gaining existence, while 
Lafayette and Ris compatriots fought to 
gain America’s independence, ‘‘ Well, 
but does not America owe its culture in 
@ great measure to Germany? What 
would it be without German science, 
music, pedagogy, philosophy?’ I told 
my friends that our opera. houses and 
concert halls were crowded with ad- 
mirers of French and Italian music and 
our picture galleries filled with French 
and Italian paintings. I reminded them 
that the foundations of the American 
commonwealth, its political, legal, and 
social institutions, had been taken over 
from England and that our national lan- 
guage was English. 

When President Wilson refused to re- 
monstrate against England’s ‘blockade 
as vigorously as the Germans thought 
he .must, and when he -feturned a 
merely diplomatic answer to Emperor 
William when the latter complained to 
him that the English.troops were using 
dumdum- bullets, all the Germans I 
knew emptied the vials of their wrath 
on Wilson's head. In the house of an 
acquaintance of ours an ancient “ Ge- 
heimrat,’’ (privy councilor,) one of Ger- 
many'’s most celebrated philosophers, 
lost both his good magners as a fellow 
guest and his philosophic calm to such 
a degree that he drove an American lady, 
who was receding in terror step by step, 
into a corner of the room, while, with 
wild gesticulations, he screamed, in her 
face: ‘“‘Ihr macht auch dumdum!” 
(You also make dumdum bullets.) 

Purging the Language. 

While, before the war, they had been 
criticised by their own writers for their 
excessive admiration of everything for- 
eign, their’ isolation in the civilized 
werld now taused them to go to the 
opposite extreme. Special commissions 
of learned men were appointed to purge 
the German language of all words of 
foreign origin, however firmly they 
might have become engrafted by century- 
long use. The results were often mirth- 
provoking owing. té thé clumsiness of 
the new word ‘forinations. *‘ Chauffeur,” 
for instance, became “ Kraftwagen- 
ftihrer.” “¥riseur,” “ Haar-und ‘Bart- 
ktinstler.” “Bouillon” turned into 
* Kraftbrtihe.” That business houses 
and hotels, restaurants and cafés with 
unpatriotic firm-signs made haste to re- 
place them by Teutonic ones goes with- 
out saying. The “Grand Café Fran- 
caise’’ became ‘“ Kaffeehaus Hinden- 
burg,” the great “ Piccadilly Café” on 
the Potsdamer Platz was known hence- 
forth.as “‘ Vaterland,” &c. New; specif- 
ically German fashions in dress were in- 
vented which even their kindest critic 





‘use of opprobrious epithets correspond- 


was able to commend only for the com- 
pleteness with which they covered the 
human form. “ Deutschland, Deutsch- 
land tiber Alles” was the motto. 


One was in constant danger of giving 
involuntary offense by the use of such 
Fousehold tvords as “adieu” and “par- 
don.” Often have I felt severely rebuked 
when, on leaving a store, I.had bidden 
the saleswuman “adieu” and she, with 
resentful mien and impressive tone, had 
replied by saying “Guten Tag,” (good 
day,) which expression would not have 
been the appropriate one for me to use 
on leaving, or “Auf Wiedersehen,” (I 
hope to see you again,) which would 
have been an insincere statement on my 
part, as it would have signified a hope 
that I was far from cherishing, especial- 
ly if the saleswoman was homely. That 
even the Germans slipned occasionally 
is proved by the following: At a rail- 
road station I asked an official, ‘‘ Wo 
bekomme ich ein billet?” (Where do I 
get a iisket?) He replied, reprovingly, 
“Billet is not German, say Fahr- 
schein.’’ ‘* Gut,’’ I said, ‘‘ wo bekomme 
ich einen Fahrschein?” “Da drtiben 
am billet schalter,” (At the ticket 
window over there,) he answered. 


Apropos of ‘‘ pardon,’’ I enjoyed this 
incident in a Berlin tram: 

Passenger, having accidentally stepped 
on the foot of a@ servant girl: “ Oh, 
pardon!” 

Servant girl (angrily,) ‘‘ One does not 
say ‘Pardon’ during the war, one say 
‘ Auf Wiedersehen! ’ ”’ 

(Laughter by those of the fellow-pas- 
sengers who were able to see the humor 
of the girl's mistake.) 

Severe matron, (to reassure the blush- 
ing servant girl:) “ You are quite right, 
my child; it is an outrage to use the 
expressions of our enemies who seek to 
starve and annihilate us, and it is 
wrong to speak any foreign language 
at all, since we’ have such a4 beautiful 
language of our own,” &c. 

(Other passengers join in the conver- 
sation and express their abhorrence. of 
foreign words.) 

Little old. Hebrew in corner seat who 
had remained silent so far; modestly, ad- 
dressing .seyere matron who had domi- 
nated the conversation: ‘' Excuse me, 
Madam, may one still say ‘meshugga’?” 
(jargon for “crazy.’’) 

It is but fair to state here that neither 
the German authorities nor: the intel- 
lectual classes of Berlin participated. in 
the agitation against the languages and 
literatures of their enemies. In the 
higher schools..of Berlin French and 
English were taught during the war to 
the same extent as before. The “ French 
Gymnasium,” founded by Frederick the 
Great, in which all studies are carried 
on in French, continued to use French 
as the Janguage of the classroom. 
Shakespearean plays were given as fre- 
quently as ever. English and American 
works in the Tauchnitz edition “con- 
tinued, to be printed and read. To be 
commended is also the fact that the. 
German daily ;press, when referring to 
the ‘enemy nations, refrained from the 
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Prench «podias,» ‘It is true 

called the English nipehinteclor ud 
fidious, the French” revengeful, ! 
Italians treacherous, .the- Russians 
brutal and cruel, but they at least spoke 
,of them as. Er igpiien, ‘Brenchmen. 
Ttalians and’ Rus 
In spite of their erroneous idea that the 
American Government was. committing 
a breach of neutrality in, permitting war 
supplies to reach the Allies, thé officials 
and the business people of Berlin did not 
treat the Americans who had remained 
there .unkindly: In my business. deal- 
ings. with police, tax and other -munici- 
pal officials, I was never treated with 
discourtesy even after America entered 
the war. The only irisults which my 
family and I’ had to suffér were slurs 
cast upon our country and.its President 
by some. of our ‘social. acquaintances, 
especially. those of the ‘ Geheimrat ”’ 
class, who did not combine with their 
learning that true culture which wauld 
bid -them refrain -from .assailing for- 
eigners whom they met in company, by 
recriminations against their country. 


Hunger Blockade 


During the first year of the war the 
outcry against. England’s ~“‘‘ hunger 
blockade "’ was merely intended to serve 
propaganda purposes, principally in 
America, for there was no scarcity of! 
food in Germany at that time. The 
stored-up supplies and the good harvest 
were sufficient to feed the ‘people very 
much in the usual way. The ‘German 
authorities did not seem to consider -it 
necessary to direct the press to follow 
a uniform policy in, its feports on the 
food situation, for on the same.day that 
one paper would launch a furious-tirade 
against England for having condemned 
German women and children to die by 
starvation another paper would an- 
nounce that the blockade was failing 
of its .purpose and .that» the people, if 
they practiced reasonable economy and 
self-restriction, neéded to fear no want 
of food during the war.

time when every ounce of food was 
valuable. 
Owing to. this -practice of hoarding, 
which became almost a mania, the sec- 
ond year of the war saw many large 
cities of Germany, and especially .Ber- 
lin, depleted of certain important articles 
of food, Still there was no real .suffer- 
ing, for the essentials, as bread, meat, 
butter, margarine, milk, eggs, potatoes, 
though not plentiful, were still to be 
had at fairly reasonable prices... The 
relatives of the soldiers were even able 
to send much food to the front. During 
the months following, the grip of the 
blockade made itself felt more and more 
severely; at least in. Berlin, and the 
question of finding enough: nourishing 
food to keep up one’s strength became 
more difficult to solve from day to day. 
_ And still there would have been enéugh 
food to prevent great suffering if the 
Government bureaus organized to locate, 
seize, and distribute the available food 
had worked with more intelligence and 
energy and if the people had co-operated 
with .them in an unselfish and loyd? 
spirit. But the. opposite was true. 
Many food producers, great land ons 
(agrarians) and small: farmers. alike,’ not 
being controlled sharply enough, held 
back. from distribution, in: defiance of 
the. law, thé surplus of their products 
not needed for their own consumption. 
They sold this surplus secretly at very 
high prices to dealers who resold it 
again and again at still higher prices, 
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moral sense of the endive people, while 


‘When Maximilian Harden, that famous 


“political insurgent, declared that there 


were only two classes of people in Ger- 
many, those belonging ‘in the peéniten- 
tiary and thote belonging in the insane 
unsylum, meaning; respectively; . those 
wko bought illicit food-and those who 
did not, he’ forgot that large class’ of 
people - who, “although sane enough to 
qualify for the penitentiary, were unable 
to do so because they could not pay the 
exorbitant ‘prices Gemanded for smug- 
gied’ provisions, ‘This. was not by any 
means the so-ceHed ‘lower: clazs, for 
most of its members were earning very 
high wages in the munition factories 
and spert money for illicit food as freely 
as did the rich. - The péople wha bore 
the brunt of suffering ‘and became 
emaciated until they resembled walking 
skeletons were those with small fixed 
incomes, officials of lower and middle 
rank, in fact all who were not in a posi- 
tion ‘to profit by the war. Few salaries 
were ruised during the war and the oc- 
casional bonuses voted ‘to this-or that 
class of officials were entirely inade- 
quate.

OW that the war against the Teu- 
tonic powers of Europe is ended, 
there can be no harm in revealing

milk that it has something in it of the 
vigor and mathematical precision of the 
tides and the stars. 

The observation quoted above of old 
Sam squares exactly with what any visi- 
tor to Atlantic City for the last thirty 
years knows. Atlantic City is, par ex- 
cellence, the representative American 
city during the months of July and Au- 
gust. Coney Island is essentially New 
York’s. Revere Beach is essentially Bos- 
ton’s. The lake front in Chicago is es- 
sentially of the Windy City. The only 
near rivals of Atlantic City in cosmopoli- 
tanism are the Pacific Coast resorts, but 
the population that feeds the New Jer- 
sey city by the sea is probably fifteen 
times that of the California seaside 
cities. 

Summertime is the period, by common 
consent, for physiological and psychologi- 
cal reasons which would make a beauti- 
ful essay by itself, when the human be- 
ing relaxes his manners and his morals 
to the utmost consistent with the most 
primitive police regulations. Hot weather 
loosens brakes. And those who remem- 
ber how loose the brakes were in Atlan- 
tic City twenty-five years ago and how 
they have gradually tightened up with- 
out any outside pressure will assent to 
the truth of Skipper Sam’s dictum, that 
the average American needs no iron mitt 
—constitutionally fisted or otherwise—to 
make him decent. And what is true of 
Atlantic City is true of the whole Amer- 
ican people. 

“There was a time,” said Sam again 
as the boom swung toward Spain, “ when 
seven:qut of ten men got on my boat 
here with flasks in their pockets, and on 
Sundays the crowds I took out were half 
to the scuppers when I landed them. 
Within late years, long before they put 
over prohibition on us, not one passenger 
in twenty—yes, not one in fifty—that I 
earry has anything on his hip, and on 
Sunday I do not carry one intoxicated 
man or woman jin a hundred.

Without a doubt. As dead as Bret 
Harte’s West is the America of drinking 
orgies, open gambling, parading street 
vice, and all-night corner singing quar- 
tets. They’ve moved into the “ movies.” 
The dives that peppered Sixth Avenue, 
Chatham Square; the Barbary Coast, out 
in Frisco town; the Levee m Chicago, 
the Hooligan Midway in the Ninth and 
Vine Street district of Philadelphia, and 
the Yoshiwara of Boston are all “pulled” 
now in million-dollar studios, where 
“BiH” Hart and “ Kitty” Gordon and 
Dorothy Gish revive for us the “ palmy 
days ” when “ everything went ” and our 
nights were just one series of high jinks 
after another. It’s like looking at ancient 
history. 

Twenty-five years ago the great at- 
traction in Atlantic City was Schaut- 
fler’s mammoth beer garden. It was on 
North Carolina Avenue near the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad station. On the site 
at present is a near &ky-scraping office 
building. The triumph of the Golden 
Calf over old man Gambrinus. Schauf- 
fler’s, with its uniformed military band 
on the platform in the middle of the gar- 
den, was the rendezvous in those days of 
the gilded youth—sans oxfords and soft 
collars—of Philadelphia. From 8 P. M. 
till 2 A. M., and on Sunday mornings 
till later, wine and beer were guzzled 
+0 an-extent- unknown today, (that is, be- 
fore the 1st of July.) Everything went 
in those days, as it did at Coney Island 
and Gloucester. Hotel registers were 
bourgeois. To get up before noon meant 
that you worked for a living. A vaca- 
tion in Atlantic City was a spree or a de- 


-bauch -that-lapped over into the return 


home. 

“ My boat was a regular psychopathic 
ward in those days,” said the Captain as 
we swung around toward home opposite 
the big Steel Pier. 

It was not many years ago that At- 
lantic Avenue, the Broadway of At'an- 
tic City, “ went” all night. It was a de- 
cayed and seedy Paris, with its organs, 
bands, wheezy wind instruments, and 
chemical soubrettes. Every kind of 
“game” flourished openly. There was

the swell brace man from New: York or 
Philadelphia, the little tin-horn and the 
barroom gambler, who would throw dice 
for hats. 

The Boardwalk south of the Casino 
was given over to the dives, music halls, 
and ginmills. Vice flourished openly. 
Doyle’s, Gouvernatur’s, and Flanagan’s 
razzledazzle—ask any visitor of those 
days to Atlantic City and he will make 
a grimace of disgust. Curious thing, 
everybody looked on at this abominable 
mixture of a tif-horn Monte Carlo, a 
Whitechapel Moulin Rouge, and West 
Street ginmill with good humor and com- 
placency. 

Further up the Boardwalk, beyond the 
Casino, where the “ élite ” were corralled, 
the orgies in some of the oceanfront 
hotels were gilded and painted to look 
like “ recreation,” but beneath they were 
as bad, and even worse, than those on the 
southern side of the Casino. 

America was loose and untamed, the 
rowdy among the nations, and Atlantic 
City was, as it is today, its faithful mir+ 
ror. But it is another reflection we 
Americans get today if we look at our- 
selves in that mirror. There has been no 
“clean-up,” no raids, no violent spasm 
toward virtue. For New Jersey is, as we 
all know, a Peck’s Bad Boy among the 
forty-eight. She believes in personal lib- 
erty to the limit. When Philadelphia 
closes up, Camden-always makes the sig- 
nal of radiant hospitality, as Jersey 
City and Newark do to the thirsty Sun- 
day morning Manhattanite. New Jersey 
will have nothing to do with amendments 
to anything. She will not take orders 
from the outside. Her nickname is 
“Spain.” She is only in the Union on 
condition.

LABOR’S INHUMANITY TO LABOR 


Seeking to Evade Anti-Trust Law Against Monoply of Work, Unions Deny to Non-Members 
a Free Market—Cheap Consumable Goods World’s Greatest Present Need

F Mr. Gompers had not attended the 

I Versailles conference, it is not pos- 

sible to believe that it would have 

declared for world use “ the guiding 
principle” that “laber should not be 
regarded merely as a commodity or arti- 
ele of commerce.” It is doubtful whether 
even Mr. Gompers could have induced the 
Versailles conference to make that decla- 
ration if he had candidly stated why he 
procured previously the enactment of the 
phrase by our Congress and by several 
of our State Legislatures. 

The history of the phrase is a contra- 
diction of the humane sentiment which 
would secure to every laborer the hire of 
which he is worthy, and would arm him 
with all the social machinery necessary 
to enable him to bargain on equal terms 
with the buyers of labor. Thus there is 
no opposition to “ collective bargaining ” 
as a protection to wage earners in pro- 
turing the betterment of their working 
conditions. Rather, enlightened employ- 


‘ers prefer that their workers should deal 


through unions so strong as to be able to 
enforce compliance with wage bargains 
by their members, for few things are so 
embarrassing to wage payers as to deal 
with unions so weak in numbers or in 
character that their labor contracts are 
worthless. 

‘There is equality of reason and of law 
in support of combinations of labor and 


capital, and there is least complaint 
against the strongest of them. There are 
unions whose contract is as good as that 
of any wage payer, and the American 
Federation of Labor in most respects 
ranks with them. But the history of the 
phrase, “labor is not a commodity,” is 
not one which reflects credit on the fed- 
eration, and the adoption of the phrase 
by the Versailles conference savors of a 
confidence game. 

The motive of the phrase is not the 
protection of the unionist in his contract 
rights, but the deprivation of the non- 
unionist, the ordinary worker, of his 
property rights in his labor, which is his 
both by natural and human law. It is 
amazing that it should be necessary to 
establish anything so-axiomatic as that a 
man belongs to himself, and that no pre- 
tense of false humanity should be al- 
lowed to deprive him of it. The neces- 
sity arises from this sample of many for- 
mal declarations of the federation: 

“It seems to be a settled purpose of 
interests antagonistic to the freedom of 
men and women who labor,. to- persuade 
and then-use the judiciary, and miscon- 
strue constitutional guarantees, and 
thereby nullify legislatiye enactments so 
as to leave but one remedy; and we there- 
fore recommend that any injunction deal- 


-ing with the relationship of employer and 


employe, and based on the dictum ‘ labor 
is property,’ be wholly and absolutely re- 


garded as usurpation, and disregarded, 
let the consequences be what they may. 
* * * Freedom came to man because he 
believed that resistance to tyranny is 
obedience to God. As it came, so it must 
be maintained. Kings could be and were 


disobeyed, and sometimes deposed. In 


cases of this kind, judges must be dis- 
obeyed, and should be impeached.” 

The federation unanimously and enthu- 
siastically adopted that report of its Ex- 
ecutive Council against the dictum that 
labor is property because the courts re- 
gard property in labor as the right of 
every freeman, and not the exclusive 
right of unionists. Unions, therefore, are 
defenseless in the courts when they at- 
tack the equitable protection of all citi- 
zens in their individual rights to sell their 
labor for an agreed wage. That right is 
not derived from unions, and it might be 
supposed that unions would welegme the 
law’s support of anything so humane as 
a workingman’s property in his labor. 
Surely it is higher humanity to hold that 
every man owns his own labor than to 
hold that unionism should prevail over 
nonunionism. Yet that is the position 
into which the federation has betrayed 
itself by its adoption of Mr. Gompers’s 
collision with the law, and the principle 
underlying the law, as thus stated by the 
philosopher Locke before this controversy 
arose: 

Though the earth and all inferior 
creatures be common to all men, yet 
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his natural powers entitle him to; As 
Montesquieu says in his “ Spirit of the 
Laws ”: 

A man is not poor because he has noth-

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Cockiness of Europe’s New-Born Nations 


This and the Exhaustion of the Older Countries, Allied and Enemy, Make American Aid 
Imperative—War Troubles Far from Ended

ESSIMISM is a poor tool with 
P which to, work miracles, so let us 
have none of it. For miracles we 
must have to get what we have 
been in the habit. of calling civilization 
back into running order. That is the 
outstanding impression I brought back 
with me from Europe. Fortunately, 
pessimism is not native to America and 
does fot thrive ‘here. Just the contrary. 
And it is the optimism of America, its 
faith in the triumph of ideals and honest 

effort, which will work the miracles. 

Europe has little of either of them, to 
tell the truth. Five years of heartbreak- 
ing struggles have about exhausted what 
it once possessed. It requires no gift of 
prophecy to foresee that with_America 
lies the salvation of the world in peace 
as it did in war. Everywhere the worn- 
out peoples of Europe are straining their 
eyes in a last hope that they may see the 
champion of the New World coming to 
their rescue. 

It is essential, however, that America 
should know the true situation, that it 
should realize that the signing of certain 
illustrious names to certain documents in 
the Hall of Mirrors at Versailles did not 
necessarily end all the evils of Armaged- 
don. It is well that a Treaty of Peace 
and a League of Nations have been ar- 
ranged. But it remains for America to 
make them more than scraps of paper. 
Left to itself Europe will fall into 
greater horrors and greater desolation 
than any that has yet been seen. 

Last April I met a Major of the United 
States Army in the office of the Coolidge 
Mission at Vienna. Although past 
middle age, he was a born adventurer. 
He had been one of the first of our men 
to enter the war and had been active at 
the front up to the day of the armistice. 
He had then been chosen to gather in- 
formation for the Peace Conference, and 
it was in the réle of military detective 
that he had come to Professor Coolidge 
to lay before him the results of his in- 
vestigations. I found him radiant with 
joy, his fat face beaming over the recol- 
lections of daring adventures and hair- 
breadth escapes. He was having an un- 
expected renewal of the cowboy life of 
his youth and then some. 

“Talk about fighting,” he ejaculated, 
“ say, I went through the whole business 
in France, but this is worse. I have 


. been through four war zones in the last 


four weeks—Hungarians and Rumanians, 
Hungarians and Serbians, Czechs and 
Galicians, Poles and Ukrainians—and the 
fighting has been the fiercest I ever. 
saw. Real war,-I can tell ye, with all 
its trappings — big -guns, airplanes, 
bombs, and bayonets. 
mans and the Poles. A friend of mine 
saw that and~I feel sore. I didn’t, from 
what he tells me. After peace is signed 
the other fellows can go home, if they 
want to. I am going to stay on, if I 
have to go on my own account. That’s 
when the real war is going to begin.” 
Possibly that was only the talk of a 
fighting enthusiast, but he was express- 
ing the opinion of the average European 


‘ military and political expert. The French 


were not the. only cynics. 

On my way from Vienna to Budapest 
I found Austrians and Czechs, Aus- 
trians and Hungarians and Hungarians 
and Czechs confronting each othcr at

border stations with fixed bayonets in 
their guns and evil looks in their eyes. 
The tension everywhere was so marked 
that we passengers on the Orient Ex- 
press expected an outbreak every minute. 
It was mere chance that we did not find 
ourselves in the midst of one. It was a 
poor day that did not see some fighting 
somewhere. along the line. 

Is it to be supposed that the fierce 
animosities engendered then will be 
wiped out by the pens of the statesmen 
of Versailles? Before one can answer 
that question it is necessary to under- 
stand the situation as it appears to Euro- 
pean eyes. And the truth is that even 
the most hopeful men of affairs every- 
where—in the countries of the neutrals 
as well as those of the nations recently 
at war—are looking to the immediate 
future with frank anxiety. In fact, were 
it not that America constantly crosses 
their vision, a rainbow of hope, they 
would be in utter despair. Always it is— 
and must be—America. - 

At a large meeting of Poles held re- 
cently in Boston the Treaty of Peace was 
denounced amid scenes of wild enthusi- 
asm. That was because the treaty 
makers had felt it necessary to insert 
some provisions in the Special treaty with 
Poland to protect the Jews living there. 
The meeting favored resistance on the 
part of the newly created State and a 
flat refusal of the terms sought to be 
imposed upon it. 

Here was but a faint echo of the 
feelings in practically all of the new 
States brought into being by the Paris 
conference. Polard, Czechoslovakia, 
the new Serbia, and all the others have 
been ready enough to accept the support 
of the bigger allies, but are hotly resist- 
ing all attempts to impose restrictions of 
any kind. After the armistice the big 
leaders at the Paris conference issued a 
warning to their protégés not to go on 
the rampage and grab what did not be- 
long to them. Never were words more 
plainly writ in water. The Central Em 
pires lay broken and helpless, and this 
was the time to square accounts with 
one-time dictators and oppressors. Even 
while the heralds were proclaiming the 
decrees of the great men of Paris the 
triumphant soldiers were marching 
across the borders of Poland, Bohemia, 
Serbia, Rumania, and Croatia into the 
contiguous territories—-seizing, devastat- 


ing, and annexing. The wrongs of cent- 
uries could not wait upon the delibera- 
tions of statesmen, and in the zeal of 
righting them it was only natural that 
occasional new wrongs should be per- 
petrated. When I arrived at Budapest 
I met an Englishman who had been a 
professor of languages at the University 
of Budapest for twenty -years. 

“Do yau_ realize,” he asked me 
solemnly, “ that the Rumanians are flay- 
ing the people of Transylvania alive? ” 

Atrocity stories were pretty well played 
out at that time, and I gave little heed 
to this latest one, but there could be no 
question as to the fierceness of the pre- 
vailing racial discords. The German 
Hymn of Hate was buried in the ruins 
of the German Empire, but there were a 
dozen to replace it. The cruelties of the 
Hohenzollerns and the Hapsburgs were 
reaping their natural harvests. Vienna 
was being deliberately starved by the 
Czechs and the Slovaks who for three 
centuries had felt the iron hands of its 
monarchs. Budapest was feeling the 
anger born of centuries of discrimination 
against the Serbs and the Rumanians. 
Even the Croatians were turning against 
the Hungarians, overrunning their lands 
and seizing their crops, their cattle, and 
their pigs. During the war the Croatians 
had been the best fighters in the Aus- 
trian armies. They were constantly used 
as shock troops and filled the front 
trenches. Now they were turned against 
their old allies—and what can be fiercer 
than old friends become enemies? 

From Paris had gone the dictum that 
territory seized after the armistice would 
have to be restored. The object, of 
course, was to prevent just what was 
happening. But the threat was openly 
laughed to scorn. Words, mere words, 
and it would have taken all the armies 
of the Allies to restrain those to whom 
they were addressed. 

For one thing al] these new nations 
were convinced that they—or rather each 
of them—had won the war. The Czechs 
and the Slovaks were convinced that it 
was their rebellion against the Aus- 
trians that had caused the crumbling of 
the Dual Monarchy, which had in turn 
upset the plans of the Germans. They 
not only believed it. They proclaimed it 
and demanded the rewards of their valor. 

If surface indications count for any- 


thing the world will have little trouble 
from Germany or German-Austria dur- 
ing the lifetime of the youngest child 
in being.. The defeat of both was so com- 
plete that even the fighting Prussian is 
subdued in spirit, the outcries of the oc- 
casional junker and the recalcitrant 
Prussian officers notwithstanding. 
Bumptious Berlin is listless and subdued 
and the only noisy activities it has seen 
for months have been those of the 
Spartacists, bent upon upsetting Gov- 
ernment and order, with the hope of loot- 
ing the homes of the rich and the former 
masters. But there is a considerable 
chance of trouble from the peoples re- 
leased from German captivity through 
the efforts of the English, the French, 
and the Americans. 

Take the attitude of the Czechs as an 
example. It is quite possible that the 
leaders of the Government were not to 
blame, but there were instances enough 
of an ugly temper toward their libera- 
tors. In Vienna I met a disgruntled Cap- 
tain of our army who had just returned 
from Warsaw via Bohemia. We had 
been fellow-passengers on a Red Cross 
train from Switzerland to Vienna. He 
was attached to our Swiss Legation and 
had been detailed to accompany the Red 
Cross Commission under Colonel Bailey 
as far as Poland, while I had left the 
train at the Austrian capital. 

“ Well,” I asked him, “ what kind.of a 
trip did you have?” 

“Rotten,” he replied crossly. “If 
these Czechs don't quit being so cocky 
we will have to teach them a lesson.” 

He went on to detail his experiences. 
There had been talk in Vienna of the un- 
friendliness of the Czech guards at the 
frontier, so Colonel Bailey, always alert 
and tactful, had gone to the Czech Lega- 
tion and explained that he was taking a 
special train of Red Cross officials and 
nurses from Paris to the Polish capi- 
tal. Beyond the personal baggage of 
the Red €ross workers and the Swiss 
military guard loaned by the Swiss Gov- 
ernment for protection against guerrillas, 
the train contained nothing but food for 
the commission and medical supplies 
donated by the American Red Cross to 
the sick poor of Poland. Similar com- 
missions and supplies had been sent to 
the Czechs, so that there was every rea- 
son for a gracious attitude on their part, 
but, to make doubly sure, Colonel Bailey 
produced his official papers and the pass- 
ports of every passenger for examina- 
tion by the officials of the Czech Legation. 
These were satisfied likewise, and so in- 
dicated by applying their legation visés 
to all the passports. The train was rout- 
ed for through pasgage, with only neces- 
sary stops for examination of the papers 
at the borders and to take on water, if 
required. The American, the French, and 
the Swiss Governments were practically 
guaranteeing the bona fides of the train, 
the first through its passports, the sec- 
ond by giving the train itself, and the 
third by lending the military escort. 

It was 2 o’clock in the morning when 
the train reached the frontier. The Swiss 
guard turned out and so did our Captain, 
the latter bearing all the passports and 
the other official papers, and these were 
ceremoniously presented to the Czech 
frontier officials. Nearly an hour was 
consumed in going over the papers, 
which were scrutinized with exasperat- 
ing minuteness, despite the plainly 
stamped visés of the (Czech Minister at 
Vienna. At last the routine was done 
with and the Captain, with a sigh of re- 
lief, was about to gather up his papers 
and go back to his train and his bed, 
when the Czech commander announced 
that he would not permit the train to 
move until he had éxamined each passen- 
ger personally, and had also inspected 
the baggage and the supply cars. 

The Captain restrained his temper 
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with difficulty. Mindful of the delicacy 
of the situation—and of Colonel Bailey’s 
instructions—he tried to argue the mat- 
ter politely. In vain. Then the Captain 
called in the commander of the Swiss 
guard, hoping that European diplomacy 
might be more successful. Still the Czech 
remained obdurate. He knew his duty 
and his authority, and he intended to 
stick fast to both. Then the Captain 
hroke loose and talked turkey. Before 
he would permit the Red Cross women 
to be routed from their bunks and 
turned over for inspection to a—well, it 
is not necessary to put down all he said. 
His ‘final argument proved the winning 
card, however. It was simply a plain 
statement of a fact. Every American 
man on the train was provided with a 
regulation army revolver, and every one 
would begin to shoot the moment an ef- 
fort was made to board the train. It 
was 4 o’clock when the full significance 
of this pronunciamento penetrated the 
brain of the Czech official, and he re- 


luctantly surrendered the papers to the . 


Captain and sulkily permitted the train 
to proceed. . 

“We had some trouble at the other 
frontier, too,” added the Captain, “ and 
they were nasty when I came back. One 
of our diplomatic couriers told me he 
had to draw his revolver to protect his 
diplomatic bag. They insisted on ex- 
amining it, until he shoved his gun into 
their faces. How long are we going to 
put up with this sort of thing do you 
suppose? ” 

Again I say that very likely the ruling 


, Powers were ignorant of the acts of 


their subordinates, but it is improbable 
that these were alone in feeling the 
cockiness which prompted such acts. 

Much as we may rejoice at the down- 
fall of the Germans, and callous as we 
may properly be to the suffering of 
those who brought so much misery upon 
the innocent, it would be foolish to ignore 
the fact that their present broken con- 
dition carries with it a potential menace 
to the well-being of the whole world. 
Ever since the armistice the lack of raw 
materials and the lack of food have to- 
gether worked a great change in the 
German masses. Lack of raw materials 
has meant lack of work. The German 
workman, formerly the most industrious 
and the most ambitious, probably, in all 
Europe, has been forced into a life of 
idleness. At the same time‘he has suf- 
fered from want of food, and especially 
of nourishing food. The State has had to 
grant him a so-called living wage, but 
it has been barely sufficient to keep. him 
alive. 

Naturally he is in a sour state of mind. 
His savings have disappeared in the ef- 
fort to supply a few of the comforts of 
life, and even where he has resisted the

natural instinct to ameliorate almost un- 
bearable conditions, those savings have 
lost the greater part of their former 
value through the depreciation of the 
German money. Weakened and emaci- 
ated, impoverished and humiliated by 
being forced to take Government charity, 
how is he going to face the return to 
normal conditions and the strain of la- 
bor, which is going to be harder than 
ever when the fierce competition of Euro- 
pean trade and industry recommences? 
It was the opinion of many Germans 
that it would be difficult to revive the 
spirit of those who had grown accus- 
tomed to live, even though poorly, in idle- 
ness and more or less vagabondage. 
Amédng these were inchided a considera- 
ble proportion of the returned soldiers. 
In Austria and Hungary this situation 
was even worse than it was in Germany, 
and the trend of the masses was shown 
by the turn to Bolshevism in Hungary, 


where such a thing had been scoffed at. 


when I was there in April. 

Since my return to America I have 
noticed a disposition to regard the talk 
of Germany going to Bolshevism with 
contempt, but it would be better not to 
be so cocksure about this. Undoubted- 
ly there was a great deal of bluff in 
the semi-official threats during the pe- 
riod when the Paris Conference was 
making its peace terms. Neither the Ger- 
man Government nor the bourgeoisie 
wanted to experiment with Bolshevism, 
for they knew better than any one else 


what it would do to them. But they real- 
ly feared it, nevertheless. Through every 
means of publicity at their disposal they 
were fighting it. In fact, so much time 
was being devoted to it by the Govern- 
ment that other essential work, such as 
the much-heralded socialization, which 
was to improve living conditions; re- 
forms in the army and in the schools, 
was being sidetracked. All the boardings 
and blank walls in the large cities were 
covered with lurid posters illustrating 
the evils of Bolshevism and Spartacism, 
its German equivalent, and handbills of 
the same character were distributed 
daily. While Noske, the Minister of War, 
was boldly proclaiming his confidence, 
other members of the Cabinet were tell- 
ing their friends that they were worried. 
They were uncertain how far the old- 
time German morale had been broken. 

“ What will happen if it really takes 
hold here?” I asked a high official. 

“We have had so many rude shocks 
that we are prepared for anything,” he 
replied. “We have reached the stage 
where we can say ‘ Kismet.’ Besides, we 
are not convinced that communism can- 
not be made workable without upsetting 
all previous theories of society. Even 
Lenin has made many compromises. If 
we had to take 1t up we would try to put 
it on a practical working basis. But 
what will happen to the rest of Europe, 
then? For you may be sure that if we 
surrender to it it won’t stop with us. 
France and England will get their dose, 


The Lazy Man’s Paradise 


IFE in the Isle of Utilla is deseribed 
in The Oregonian as an existence 
of unbroken ease. There are no 

worries or ceaseless struggles for your 
daily oatflakes. Nature takes care of 
all that. Utilla’s place on the map 
would be hard to find, but it’s worth 
discovering. Away off in a southern sea, 
never heard from before and but little 
known, it comes to the knowledge of the 
Pan American Union that here have 
Americans found a home that others en- 
joy when they are dead. 

“We call it a lazy man’s paradise,” 
says the message from this land of de- 
light, “not that the inhabitants are 
necessarily indolent, but simply because 
a large amount of labor is superfluous. 
Nature provides for nearly all our wants 
here as in most tropical countries. 
Farming is our -principal occupation, yet 
there is not a plow on the island. Frost 
is unknown and extreme heat is never 
experienced. Ninety degrees in the shade 
would bean unsually high temperature. 
Our grade schools are of high standard, 


attendance being compulsory ten months 
in the year. American textbooks ex- 
clusively are used and social life could 
not be distinguished from that of the 
United States.” ; 

Utilla is one of the Bay Islands, a 
string of six verdant keys in the Bay of 
Honduras, an arm of the Caribbean Sea, 
which were discovered by Columbus in 
1502. They were then thickly populated 
by native Indians, who became slaves. 
The islands now are inhabited wholly by 
English-speaking people. 

In 1852 settlers on the island petitioned 
the Governor of Belize to administer 
them as a British colony. This was done 
until 1860, when the island was ceded to 
Honduras. “The change somewhat dis- 
couraged the people at first,” says the 
letter, “ but they soon learned that the 
laws of Honduras were equally just and 
allowed all the privileges in the pursuit 
of life and happiness enjoyed under Brit- 
ish rule.

too, and I don’t think America is immune. 
I know a little about your country. I 
was Secretary of Legation at Washing- 
ton for several years.” 

How Austria escaped the Bolshevist 
influence was an unanswerable mystery, 
unless it was because the Austrians are 
natusally easygoing and disinclined: to 
indulge in such excesses as seem neces- 
sary to the Bolshevist program. Besides, 
they were so completely prostrated that 
the future concerned them ,but little. 
How to keep on living preoccupied their 
brains to the exclusion of all else. When 
I was there the doctors were struggling 
with a mysterious new disease which was 
working havoc in Vienna, especially 
among the older people. This mani- 
fested itself in a softening of the bones- 
and was usually fatal. The cause was 
evidently malnutrition. However, it 
would not surprise me to hear any day 
that Austria had succumbed to the Bol- 
shevist propaganda. It would require 
only one energetic leader. 

The recent news from Italy has shown 
how upset conditions are there, but this 
is no new development. The spirit of 
unrest was in evidence long ago, and 
trouble was predicted immediately after 
the signing of the armistice. Even in 
Belgium there was talk of revolution, de- 
spite the sacrifices.and devotion of King 
and Queen, and England was in the sor- 
riest state of pessimism imaginable. I 
have lived in England and know that the 
English are apt to make bad faces over 
their affairs, while no people resist 
trouble more stoutly; but never had I 
seen them ‘in such a state of blueness. 
The wor'd was surely going to the dogs 
and that was all there was to it. Of 
course, one would have to play the game 
to the last, so let everybody shout huzza 
over the great victory and damn the de-_ 
feated Hun, but among ourselves there 
was no use denying that the victory had 
used up-England’s life’s blood and she 
was done for. The only chance for any- 
body was emigration. 

There are the facts, only briefly out- 
lined. Possibly they will prove to be only 
the spray dashed up by the storm, which 
is now over. But such a universal state 
of mind is not to be ignored. When Mr. 
Vanderlip came back from Europe and 
told what he had seen and heard there 
was an inclination in some quarters to 
deride him as an alarmist; but every- 
thing he said was absolutely justified by 
the facts, as I had observed them. And 
his appeal to America to come to the res- 
cue was equally sound, as I have already 
indicated. Unless America heeds it she 
will not he immune from the evils which 
threaten civilization in the okler world.

General March, the Chief of Staff, by di- 


rection of President Wilson, conferred 
the Distinguished Service Medal on Colo- 
nel Koehler for his “ exceptionally meri- 
terious and conspicuous service” in di- 
recting the physical training of the offi- 
cers and men who fought for the United 
States in the war.

its greatest perfection. 

“When America went into the Euro- 
pean war we summéned from ciyil life 
thousands of young men to enter officers’ 
training camps. Many of them had had 
college athletic experience, all_of them 
were educated, and some of them had had 
military training either at Plattsburg or 
as a part of their life at school or college. 
Colonel Koehler became an instructor in 
from West Point his method formed by 
years of experience, and adapted to the 
special purpose of fitting men rapidly 
for military service. Those who had an 
opportunity to see the effect of his in- 
struction were amazed at the rapidity

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Victory Mountain: A Memorial to Valor 


Plan to Purchase Summit-of Mount Marcy, Loftiest Peak in New York State, 
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as a Testimonial to the Triumph of America and the Allies - 


commemorate the victory of the 
United States and allied nations 
in the European war, the Vic- 
tory Mountain Committee, formed un- 
der the auspices of the Association for 
the Protection of the Adirondacks, with 
other organizations, is planning to  ac- 
quire by popular subscription for public 
benefit the summit and adjacent térri- 
tory of Mount Marcy, the highest peak 
in New York State, and to call this great 
tract Victory Mountain Park. 

Such a plan, it is maintained, would 
satisfy the instinct of the people to ex- 
press in some form their gratitude and 
sense of indebtedness to the soldiers of 
the country, and would serve to promote 
a feeling of patriotism. Moreover, the 
tract would possess a utilitarian value. 

Edward Hagaman Hall, Secretary of 
the association which initiated the move- 
iment, discussed the beauty of the monu- 
ment the other day and explained the 
feasibility of the plan. 

“Mount Marcy is 5,344 feet high,” he 
said, “lifting its head above the clouds. 
It was revered by the Indians as some- 
thing sacred, and they gave it the name 
of Tahawus, which means ‘ He Splits the 
Sky,’ or ‘ Cleaver of the Clouds.’ 

“The origin of the birth of Mount 
Marcy, or Tahawus, is interesting. Be- 
fore it was a cleaver of the clouds it 
was a cleaver of waters, and is such 
today. Uncounted millions of years ago 
this ancient granite peak was one of the 
first in the Western Hemisphere to lift 
its head above the ocean. Its venerable 
age, even greater than that of the Rocky 
Mountains, makes it a monument of 
unique interest. 

“ Just as its ancient summit parted the 
waters of the continent in the early days, 
so today it parts the waters of Northern 
New York. The rains and the melting 
snows on the north and east flow in a 
generally northward direction and join 
the ocean in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
while those on the west and south sides 
flow toward the South and reach the At- 
lantic at the mouth of New York Har- 
bor. The neighboring Lakes Colden and 
Avalanche, on the western side of the 
mountain, are known as the highest lake 
sources of the Hudson, and Lake-Tear-of-. 
the-Clouds, about three-quarters of a 
mile from the top of Tahawus, is the 
summit water of the State. 

“The distant view from Tahawus is 
superb—a great sea of mountains ex- 
tending in every direction as far as the 
eye can reach, presenting the similitude 
of billows of earth fixed in everlasting 
stillness. In the circuit of the panorama 
one sees, eighteen miles to the north, the 
summit of Whiteface, northeast of Lake 

Placid, outlined against the sky. Within 
a distance of eight miles to the northeast- 
ward, Saddleback, Gothic, and Armstrong 
Mountains; and to the eastward Hay- 
stack, Colvin, and Dix Mountains form 
the foreground of range after range 
which fade away into the mists of the 
Green Mountains of Vermont. A mile 
to the southward, Mount Skylight, a 
worthy mate of Tahawus, cuts off the 
view toward the region beyond. 

“ Three-quarters of a mile to the south- 
westward of where we stand, gathered 


in a little hollow, lies Lake Tear-of-the- 
Clouds, as if resting in a sacred chalice 
near the sky from which it came. Ten 
miles to the westward one gets glimpses 
of beautiful Santanoni, with Long Lake 
beyond. To the northwestward one sees 
Mount Colden in the foreground; the 
MacIntyre Mountains (Indian name 
Henoga, meaning the Home of the Thun- 
derer,) four or five miles away, and on 
the horizon, fourteen miles distant, 
‘Mount Seward, (Ou-kor-la, or Great 
Eye.) On the western side of Macintyre,

“One modern event which the Amer- 
ican people will always associate with 
Mount Tahawus, and which gives an 
added value to take it for Victory Moun- 
tain Park, is that it was from Mount 
Tahawus, where he had been camping, 
that the late‘Theodore Roosevelt’ made 


.his famous night ride to assume the 


duties of the Presidency after the death 
of President McKinley. 

“The creation of this memorial park 
for public use adjacent to land already 
forming part of the State forest preserve 


for Victory Mountain Park will come 
from many small contributions. 

“A minimum acquisition of 2,000 
acres would secure the summit of Mount 
Tahawus and the slopes adjoining the 
State land. This would give the people 
of the State a park two and a half times 
the size of Central Park in New York 
City, and ‘could be purchased, with the 
timber thereon, for about $28,000. Taken 
in conjunction with the adjoining 3,323 
acres of State land, the minimum area 
thus suggested would comprise 5,323 
acres. S

mination has acquired such prom- 

inence during the war that it has 

become important to know exactly 
what the doctrine is and what has been 
its history. A careful study, based on 
original documents, has been made by 
Miss Sarah Wambaugh for the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace and 
is to be published soon by the Oxford 
University Press. It deals in detail with 
all the cases where a popular vote has 
been held in cases of changes of sover- 
eignty, and also with the various in- 
stances where self-determination has 
been formally discussed as the method 
to be adopted, but has not been carried 
out. 

The monograph opens with a historical 
account of the origin and growth of the 
doctrine, showing that, contrary to the 
popular impression that the idea of self- 
determination is comparatively young, in 
reality it is a principle stated, as regards 
cession of territory, as far back as the 
seventeenth century by writers on inter- 
national law, and even followed at times, 
though vaguely, by several Kings of 
France. Its real beginning, like the doc- 
trines of our own Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, was, however, in that period of 
the ferment of new ideas preceding the 
French Revolution, and it was during the 
French Revolution that the doctrine was 
first formally applied by means of a pop- 
ular vote. 

As a consequence of the doctrine of 
popular sovereignty the leaders of the 
French Revolution, with only a: few ex- 
ceptions, never questioned the necessity 
of taking a vote in cases of changes of 
sovereignty. In 1789, almost at the out- 
break of the revolution, the question 
arose regarding Avignon and ‘the terri- 
tery surrounding it, whieh had belonged 
to the Pope since the fourteenth century.

As this was the first case in history of 
self-determination by popular vote it will 
be interesting to give it in some detail. 
There was a civil war in the territory 
between the adherents of the old régime 
and the revolutionaries, and the latter 
appealed several times to the French As- 
sembly for union, but the fact that Avig- 
non was of strategic value to the strug- 
gling new republic and that France had 
a historic claim to sovereignty there

Some action was- necessary, however, 
bloodshed, and the Assembly 
send mediators to Avignon to 
region.

of Avignon and the Comta Venaissin 
form, from this time on, an integral part 
of the French Empire. 
Historians still differ as to whether 
the election was fair and whether the 
majority actually voted; it was a viva

voce vote, as all were at that time, and 
historians who contend that it was un- 
fair assert that pressure was used. This 
is probably true, but against such 
charges the point is made that the 
French Assembly had shown its intention 
to be fair in refusing to follow the then 
universal policy of grab. The question 
of union with Avignon had been up be- 
fore the Assembly four times before fa- 
vorable action was taken. 

The next case was that of Savoy and 
Nice, in 1792. French Generals had gone 
into Savoy; they had been received with 
open arms. The desire for annexation 
seemed universal. but the French Assem- 
bly again decided that the question of a 
union must first be put up to a vote of 
the people. The French Army was with- 
drawn to the frontier of Savoy, and the 
vote was taken—=strongly in the affirm- 
ative. Meanwhile, French forces had 
entered Nice, to be received with the 


‘same rejoicing. The Provisional Govern- 


ment of Nice sent an address to the 
French Assembly begging for union. The 
Assembly decided: 

“We cannot deliberate on the demand 
for union presented by the Provisional 
Administration of the former County of 
Nice until it has ascertained the express 
wish of the people, freely uttered in 
primary assembly.” 

Now comes a turning point in the doc- 
trine. Up to this time the French As- 
sembly appears to have been trying to 
follow the principle of self-determina- 
tion conscientiously. In the later an- 
nexation during the Revolutionary period, 
although there was still recognized the 
necessity of basing claims of annexation 
on the will of the people, it is shown by 
ample evidence that the votes in the Bel- 
gian communes, in the Rhine Valley and 
including the Sarre, were carried out un- 
fairly. _Pressing necessities, at least as 
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urgent as those which caused the Peace 
Conference at Paris to diverge from the 
complete application of the doctrine, bore 
down on the French Assembly. The war 
against the rulers of Europe who were 
attempting to destroy the Revolution had 
grown to large proportions. It was ex- 
pensive to finance French armies fight- 
ing at a distance from home. The French 
Assembly thought they had a right to 
make the Belgians pay for liberation. 

To force them to absorb French notes 
—the famous assignats — which the 
presses of Paris could turn gut rapidly, 
annexation appeared to be necessary. 
The Belgians, however, wished independ- 
ence. Consequently the vote had to be 
forced, and the plans followed were more 
arbitrary than the methods of the mod- 
ern political boss. -Election laws were 
made which disqualified the adherents of 
the old order. Leaders of the Opposition 
were deported, and other intimidation 
was practiced. 

The reactionaries of the Congress of 
Vienna, in 1815, paid no attention to the 
doctrine in the redividing of Europe. But 
the idea, proclaimed by the French Re- 
public, could not be recalled and locked 
up in the cabinets which held the secret 
treaties. 

The principle of self-determination 
lived under the surface of the European 
world until 1848, the next period when 
the hopes of men surged upward in the 
passion for a larger, freer life; the re- 
-crudescence threw country after country 
into turmoil, first of stormy political ais- 
cussion, then into the clash of arms. The 
revolt against Austria which had been 
smoldering in Italy for years burst into 
flame. There were uprisings in all the 
little State of Italy. The King of Sar- 
dinia—whence was to come the future 
King of united Italy—was appealed to 
and came to their aid. The King and 
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the other leaders of the movement say 
that to substantiate their claims to union 
in face of the treaties and the wide- 
spread European opposition there. was 
only one plea, namely, the right of self- 
determination, and on this they rested 
their case. 
: Votes were taken in Lombardy, Vene- 
tia, Parma, Piacenza, Modena, and Reg- 
gio, and in each the result was over- 
whelmingly for union with Sardinia. The 
Sardinian King and Parliament accepted 
them, and the provinces were united with 
the kingdom. Each of the provinces had 
a Provisional Government at the time, 
having revolted and put the Austrians 
out.

but even they in this period par- 
ticipated in self-determination to set- 
tle European territorial questions. The 
Congress of Paris met in 1856 to con- 
sider the reorganization of the Danubian 
principalities of Moldavia and Wallachia 
—units of the future R ia—decided 
to leave the question to the vote of As- 
semblies specially elected in the princi- 
palities themselves. An international 
commission—the first of the kind in the 
history of the world—was appointed to 
consult with the Assemblies. It super- 
‘vised the election. Although its sessions 
were stormy, and the commissioner of 
each power reflected .too faithfully the 
attitude of his home Government on the 
subject of the union, it was a most use- 
ful organ and served as a means of forc- 
ing the Turkish officials to hold a second 
and fair election in Moldavia, the first 
one having been obviously unfair. 

The suffrage here was on the basis of 
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a class system which gave the land- 
owners a large preponderance of power. 
The votes in the days of the French Rev- 
olution had been almost on the manhood 
basis, and those of 1848 in Italy had been 
absolutely by manhood suffrage, even in- 
cluding illiterates. 

From Italy again, in 1859, came a 
second appeal to self-determination, 
after the second great Italian war 


against Austria for a united Italy. The- 


Italians had obtained the support ‘of Na- 
_poleon III. of France, though as a matter 
of facet, while he desired to see the

Napoleon himself, an ar- 
dent advocate of national self-determina- 
tion, could rest further opposition to the 
union only on the argument that the 
votes -had been unfairly taken. ‘Lord 
John Russell, who had all along insisted 
that every precaution for fairness be 
taken in order that the votes might have 
great weight, himself considered them 
above reproach; nevertheless he proposed 
to Cavour, the Italian statesman, that 
fresh assemblies be elected to meet Na- 
poleon’s objections.

These votes gave rise to little con- 
troversy, except in the case of Rome, 
but there was in 1860 another case of 
self-determination on which a -contro- 
versy has raged among historians from 
the time it took place until now. In 
return for aid in liberating Northern 
Italy Napoleon had exacted of Cavour 
the promise of the cession to France of 
Savoy and Nice. In consenting Cavour 
had insisted and Napoleon had agreed 
that the following clause should be in the 
treaty: . 

“It is understood between their Majes- 
ties (of France and of Sardinia) that this 
annexation shall be effected without any 
constraint of the wishes of the popula- 
tions and that the Governments of .the 
Emperor of France and of the King of 
Sardinia will consult together as soon as 
possible upon the best means of appre- 
ciating and verifying the manifestation 
of- those wishes.”

” OST of the men who come back 
M from the war want to do some- 
thing of more consequence than 
the work they did before. Hav- 
ing had a hand in the biggest job ever 
cut out for humankind, they are inclined 
to look down on the usual workaday 
task. It isn’t necessarily that they want 
to make more money. They just want 
to do something that seems to them of 
more importance to the world. There 
was the toe dancer, for instance, who 
scorned to sign a year’s contract at $30,- 
000, and insisted on becomting a farmer. 
Let the women do the toe dancing! He 
wanted a man’s job. He — 

But let Mrs. Alexander Kohut, Chair- 
man of the Re-employment Council of 
the United States Employment Service, 
tell about him. 

“This toe dancer,” she explained, 
“said he wanted his brains and his 
hands to help his toes earn a living. The 
$30,000 contract made no difference. 

“*Pve lived too long in the open,’ he 
said, ‘to go-back into the theatre. I’ve 
been out under the sun and stars. No 
more of the white lights for me. I don’t 
want to be paid $2,000 a month for 
twirling my body on my. toes.

Mrs. Kohut took occasion to point out 
that there were not enough good farm 
jobs within the vicinity of New York to 
meet the demands of the men.

Re-employment Bureau of New York 
City has any number of soldiers, sailors, 
and marines who would be glad of an op- 
portunity to do ,such work. But of 
course they want good pay and comfort- 
able living accommodations.” 

Mrs. Kohut, who, with Mrs. Willard 
Straight, helped to make farmerettes of 
hundreds of Greater New York’s débu- 
tantes during the war, and, as an active 


member of the National League for Wo- - 


man’s Service, was instrumental in find- 
ing thousands of volunteers for other 
essential industries, is now turning her 
talents and the experience gained toward 
helping discharged service men to jobs. 
In other words, instead of women for 
work that must be done she is finding 
jobs for men who must have work. She 
is now associated with the Re-employ- 
ment Bureau of New York City for Sol- 
diers, Sailors, and Marines at 505 Pearl 
Street. : 

“My work for the Re-employment Bu- 
reau is more in the nature of finding out 
just what the men can do and starting 
them off in the right direction than it 
is. in actual job hunting,” she said the 
other day. “These boys who are just 
getting out of uniform know a lot of 
things we women can never know, but 
they are often pitifully ignorant about 
therhselves and the sort of work they 
can do.” : 

Mrs. Kohut wants training schools for 
workers established as a part of the 
working system of every big industrial 
concern. ~ 


“England is making a big success of 
this employe’s training school idea,” she 
said. “They call, such departments 
‘ vestibule schools’ in Great Britain, and 
they have become a regular feature of 
almost every big business organization. 
They take the place, on a much larger 
scale, of the old system of apprenticing 
once popular in England, and, in some 
industries, like printing and tailoring, 
in this country. One noteworthy point 
of difference, however, between the old- 
time apprentice and the present is that 
while the former received nothing for his

services but his training and a job when 
his apprenticeship was over, the modern 
worker in the school is paid from the day 
he begins his training. 

“ We are making this point clear with 
regard to the soldiers, sailors, and ma- 
rines who are taken on as student-em- 
ployes. The Re-employment Bureau of 
New York City, with its numerous com- 
mercial affiliations, does not list any 
opening which pays less than $18 a week. 
It has to keep in mind that the men who 
were soldiers, sailors, and marines while 
we were at war must live while they are 


fitting themselves for their future occu- 
pations, ahd to live decently on less than 
$18 a week in Greater New York is 
rapidly becoming an impossibility. 

““ Moreover, the men earn their weekly 
stipend of $18 or $20, and sometimes 
more, while learning the work. Such 
industries in New York as have given 
the training school a fair tryout are 
more than willing to admit this. It gives 
the men, too, a new interest in their 
work, and the work itself an added dig- 
nity. As for men in occupations where 
no special training is required, to expect 
them to work for less than $18 or $20 a 
week is folly, as we all know who try to 
get common labor of any sort done at 
this time.” 

Mrs. Kohut spends much of her time 
studying the men themselves, and find- 
ing out what their natural attributes 
are, what their previous education and 
training have been, apd what they really 
want to do. In this work she is assisted 
by Miss Mary Burhoe. 

“Some of the boys just come frankly 
to me and ask me to pick out a job for 
them,” Mrs. Kohut said. “These I find 
are the easiest to handle and to place 
in the ‘right sort of position. It is the 
man who thinks he knows what he can 
and has picked out the wrong voca- 
tion, that makes our real problem. That 
sort of man may not lack good judgment, 
but he does need some one to direct his 
judgment. 

“This is what I mean,” Mrs. Kohut 
went on to illustrate. “Some days ago 
a soldier boy of 20 told me he wanted 
to get into the export business. I asked 
him what he knew about exporting, what 
his previous experience had been in the 
work, and he told me he had sold shoes 
in a department store. 

“* And a man that can sell shoes can 
sell anything,’ he asserted. 

“I liked his confidence and courage. 

but I certainly did doubt his judgment. 
He was just 20, and a little more ques- 
tioning brought out the fact that he had 
also just married. The girl had waited 
’ for. him till he came back from France, 
and then they had got married at once. 
He could get his old job back at the shoe 
counter, but he did not want it. 

“*T want something bigger than that,’ 
he said. ‘I think my experiences in the 
war have fitted me for bigger work. 
Besides, I have had nearly two years to 
grow up in since I sold shoes. The missis 


is willing to wait until I can get into bet- 
ter work.’ . 

“It was hard to talk against such de- 
termination and ambition, but\ I could 
see nothing else for it. The boy was 
wholly untrained for any kind of work 
but selling shoes, and he could get his 
shoe job any minute he went back to the 
store. I told him about my own son 
who was just his age, and how necessary 
it was for him to know what he was do- 
ing befere he tried to do it. Finally he 
agreed to go back and take his old job, 
and use his evenings to fit himself for 
bigger work. 

“TI have since had the satisfaction of 
seeing him at his work, cheerful and 
seemingly happy. He is studying hard, 
and his wife says she is willing to go 
without all sorts of things to help him 
pull through until he has prepared him- 
self for the work of his choice.” 

This is only one instance out of many 
that have come to Mrs. Kohut’s attention 
of men who want to do work too big 
for them until they’ve had training. 
“They don’t know this until somebody 
points it out to.them. This morning 
twin brothers came to me, or, rather, I 
went to them, and I think I was just in 
time. Those boys, like many others com- 
ing home from overseas, had landed in 
New York full of the feeling that ‘there 
was a whole world waiting for them.’ 
They got their first damper when thére 
was nobody at the dock to meet them. 
From that time on their spirits dropped 
lower and lower, until, at the time I met 
them, they were just about ready to turn 
“*They told us on the transport that 
we could have our pick of the fat jobs 
that were to be had in New York. We 
come back here and we can’t get any- 
thing. If we ask for work we are told 
that all the old men who wdSed to have 
jobs before the war have been taken 
back, and everybody has more men than 
he needs. We didn’t have any pre-war 
jobs. We just went to school, but we have 
to work now and there’s no work for us 
to do.’ 
“Clearly, these were men for ‘ vesti- 
bule’ schools. A prolonged quiz helped 
them to decide on the kind of work they 
wanted to do—they had exactly the same 
sort of tastes and inclinations—and I 
have sent them to a concern where they 
ean begin on the ground floor with the 
kind of work they will like, and where 
they will be paid while they are learning 
enough for them to live comfortably.”

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BURNING GLASSES, A FIENDISH WAR DEVICE 


It was more deadly than the gas bomb 
and more far-reaching in its effect than 
the German liquid fire. At a distance 
of a mile or even more, it would set fire 
to a town, and at closer range it would 
mow down a line of advancing troops 
faster and with more deadly effect than 
any type of machine gun employed in the 
late war. And, as its chief source of 
ammunition was the sun, the expense of 
its operation was reduced to a minimum 
—a feature that would have highly com- 
mended it to Wilhelmstrasse. 

Like many another invention, these 
“burning glasses” were a growth or 
development of on ancient Sdn. The 
real “invention” part of it came when 
Admiral Lord Dundonald devised a means 
by which it could be employed effectively 
at sea as well as on land, by his inven- 
tion of a “ floating” frame which would 
accommodate the lenses to the rolling 
and pitching of the ship—thereby mak- 
ing its use practicable in naval engage- 
ments. And it was just in this line that 
it was urged that these “burning 
giasses ” could be still further improved 
under modern mechanical arts so as to 
prove an effective weapon against Ger- 
man submarines. That Wilhelmstrasse, 
in its long and persistent search all over 
the world to discover new means of de- 
stroying human life and property, failed 
te reach this greatest war horror of all, 
shows how vigilantly the Admiralty 
guarded the secret. 

That we may obtain a clearer idea of 
the capacity of this diabolical weapon of 
warfare it will be necessary to relate its 
inception. It is recorded in history that 
Archimedes, by devisinga series of pol- 
ished metal mirrors so arranged in a 
frame as to concentrate the rays of the 
sun at a given point, completely burned 
to-ashes the Roman ships then besieging 
Syracuse. It is also of historic record 
that Proclus, by a similar arrangement 
of metal ‘mirrors (glass not then having 
been discovered) burned to the water's 
ae She Gates Fate. Shiny mane 
attacking Byzantium. 

These two well-known historic ilus- 
trations of the power of the sun’s rays 
focused at a given point were sufficient 
to incite:later inventors to enlarge on the 
original idea, and, by the means of im- 
proved mechanical arts, vastly increase 
the range efficiency of this war weapon. 
Some time in the last century Kircher, 
by using only five mirrors in a frame, 
concentrated a degree of heat sufficient 
to ignite wood at a distance of 100 feet. 
He came to the conclusion that iff 
sult could be obtained with only 
mirrors of ordinary power the range-' 
distance could be increased almost in- 
definitely so long as a sufficient number

of high-power mirrors could be accom- 
modated and adjusted in the frame. 

In order to: demonstrate his theory. he 
visited Syracuse and by actual measure- 
ments concluded that Archimedes, by 
using only a few low-power polished 
metal mirrors, had burned to ashes the 
Roman galleys attacking the city at a 
distance of 100 feet. The significance of 
this statement is clearer when we re- 
member that in those days 100 feet was 
almost out of fighting range and that 
the Roman galleys, filled with men and 
having an abundance of water at hand 
with which to extinguish flames, were 
unable to save their craft shows how. 
terribly swift was the conflagration 
caused by these primitive “burning 
glasses.” 


About the time Kircher made his ex- 
periments the scientist Buffon, following 
the same idea, constructed a frame con- 
taining 168 mirrors by means of which 
he set fire te the hardest wood at a dis- 
tance of 165 feet. He then increased the 
namber of mirrors to 400 and readily 
melted lead and tin at a distance of fifty 
yards. 

Even in this comparatively primitive

warfare these “burning glasses” could 
be in the hands of skillful operators. In 
Kircher’s and Buffon’s day metal had 
not entered so extensively into military 
and domestic construction. Wood was the 
material generally employed. It- entered 
largely into the construction of houses, 
forts, and was employed exclusively in 
gun carriages. Even stone forts like Se- 
bastopol -had wooden “mantilets” or 
screens over their gun apertures with a 
view to excluding hostile shot. 

With the low power of ordnance or 
smaller firearms in those days we can 


shot of the periods, and, moved on wheels 
to a point where they could concentrate 
the sun rays on enemy gun carriages and 
other woodwork, instantly set it aflame, 
and by keeping the stream of “ sunfire” 
on the point of conflagration prevent the 
foe from extinguishing the fire. Also we 
can understand how a few frames of 
these “burning glasses” could sweep 
along a line of attacking enemy troops,

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they could be employed effectively at sea.

HE Summer Exhibition of Work by 
American Painters at the Knoed- 
ler Galleries is one of such un- 
usual distinction as to claim much 

more than ordinary attention from the 
gallery visitor. From the point of view 
of the younger generation it is an aca- 
demic collection. No one: is included who 
belongs, even to the outer fringe-of mod- 
ernism as the modernists themselves de- 
fine the term in their special exhibitions. 
It is old Washington Square as opposed 
to new Greenwich Village, the Washing- 
ton Square of the fountain and the 
water lilies, not the Greenwich Village 
of the picturesque restaurants and attic 
galleries. Neither is it the modernism 


of upper Fifth Avenue, where French in- - 


fluence derives chiefly from Daumier 
_ and Renoir and _ the _ redoubtable 
Cézanne, if it goes back further than 
Matisse. Neither is it an exhibition 
with the African Congo for its back- 
ground. 

It is an exhibition in which most of 
, the artists represented knew the Paris of 
Carolus-Duran, the Munich of Duveneck. 
Many of them are no longer living ex- 
cept in the work they have left behind 
them—La Farge, Chase, Twachtman, 
Inness, Winslow Homer. To see them 
worthily represented in dignified and 
beautiful examples is a health-giving ex- 
perience for the generation that knew 
not Joseph. They uphold a standard of 
execution and express an intellectual 
ideal that place upon the period in which 
they established their art a definite seal. 
If they had eccentricity—and what artist 
has not?—it was the eccentricity that— 
as according to Henry Adams—was pos- 
sessed and defined by John La Farge: 
“To La Farge, eccentricity meant con- 
vention; a mind really eccentric never 
betrayed it. True eccentricity was a tone 
’ 1 shade—a nuance—and the finer the 
tone the truer the eccentricity.” 
Somewhere else in that book which has 
started all America to saying with the 
most extraordinary lack of insight “ our 
Henry Adams,” La Farge is quoted as 
asking whether there might not still be 
room for something simple in art, to 
which Adams shook his head: “As he 
saw the world, it was no longer simple 
and could not. express itself simply. It 


should express what it was; and this 
was something that neither Adams nor 
La Farge understood.” 

But these Americans, veterans of past 
conflicts, are not precisely simple. A 
South Sea painting by La Farge, the 
very large canvas “ Our Boatman,” with 
charming notes carefully scribbled in 
one corner, no doubt would have seemed 
to its author to possess simplicity. Hang- 
ing on the wall of this deeply sophis- 
ticated gallery it shows that La Farge 
as little as Gauguin and as little as 
Sterne achieves a single vision of what 
lies outside of his own mental experience. 
The handsome brown-red figure squat- 
ting in a tropical landscape fits into 
the drama woven by La Farge about this 
South Sea life, a drama perfectly ex- 
pressing the culture of his courteous 
mind in the presence of an ancient race, 
a culture that approached intimacy with 
form, that went around and around the 
house and looked discreetly in at the 
windows but refrained from entering the 
door. ‘To break in and take the inmates 
by storm would not be a method by which 
to effect a reconciliation between the 
two types of civilization, and would be an 
impossibility to an artist of La Farge’s 
traditions, but it might bring about ex- 
pressions of elemental feeling that would 
emphasize the unity of human nature at 
all periods of the world’s history. And 
this elemental unity is what the modern 
seeker after simplicity, with infinite dan- 
ger to his art, explores. The decorum of 
the earlier absence of simplicity rests 
like a beautiful. garment over the whole 
Knoedler exhibition. 

There is one exception. [f La Farge 
was, according to his own definition, 
eccentric, Homer, according to any defi- 
nition, was original. Homer’s “ De- 


fiance” is a painting in which we get . 


closer to the true simplicity that pre- 
ceded modern candor and unrestraint 
than in any other picture in the exhibi- 
tion. This artist has entered the house 
of human emotion without formality or 
gesture; but the feeling he discovers is 
a very public matter, the open physical 
courage that finds its chance in time 
of war. The immense originality of the 
performance lies in the artist’s apparent- 
ly complete. indifference. to himself and 


the way in which his subject was af- 
fecting him and his complete absorption 
in the character of that subject. No 
better account has been given of Homer’s 
effect upon the mind of the observer than 
that in the “ History of American Paint- 
ing ” by a fellow-painter, Samuel Isham. 
“It is this absorption in his subject,”- 
Mr. Isham says, “ that makes it so diffi- 
cult to compare Homer with other artists. 
To step from a dealer’s gallery into a 
room filled with his water colors, is as 
if one left picturés for reality; you like 
them if you like the things represented— 
the mountain lakes, the dark spruce- 
lined shores, the clear, thin air. It is 
only by making a special effort that his 
very great artistic merits are recognized, 
his draftsmanship, his composition, his 
color, and even when that is done the 
tendency is to revert again to the in- 
dwelling spirit, the love for the strong 
free life of men who fight in the open 
air against man, beast, or the elements, 
the life that his great namesake sang in 
the days before history. They are 
Homeric, and if some of the end-of-the- 
century substitutes seem too much of an 
Armida’s garden, we can look into Wins- 
low Homer’s pictures and find again 

“ Like surf-beat on a western shore 

The surge and thunder of the ‘ Odyssey.’ ” 

The impression is ratified and deepened 
when the comparison is between the be- 
ginning - of - the- century subleties and 
Homer’s primitive attitude of mind. 

If Homer is the most detached from 
himself of all the painters represented in 
the exhibition, John Sargent is hardly, 
less so. His portrait of Mrs. Moore, 
which. hangs opposite the door of the gal- 
lery and imposes its splendid presence at 
a great distance, is one of the most vivid, 
brilliant, and fluent of that long line of 
portraits of women by which the artist 
will be known as Reynolds and Romney 
and Gainsborough are known. The differ- 
ence between his fame and theirs will lie 
chiefly in his clear, dispassioriate read- 
ing of character, which will make him 
infinitely more interesting than they can 
be to a posterity curious to know the in- 
dividualities of the historic past. The 
“Mrs. Moore” is a typical Sargent of 
the eighties, a lady whose graceful fig- 
ure and quiet features are surrounded by 


furnishings and draperies that gleam 
and shimmer, lovely in color and texture. 
It should be in the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum by the side of .he Madame Gau- 
treau to reveal the breadth of possibility 
covered by a single talent. 

The portrait by Chase of “ Master 
Roland Chase” is not one of the artist’s 
happiest adventures. The dark-eyed 
little boy in his somewhat effeminate cos- 
tume is painted with a brush too languid 
for the bright youthfulness of the sitter. 
But the other Chase subj the viva- 
cious “ At Play” and the crisp study of 
an olearder bush, show all the familiar 
dexterity of hand and quickness of ob- 
servation. 

A sketch by Abbott Thayer, “ The 
Bride,” has the dignity and refinement 
of his monumental angels with a lighter, 
daintier feeling that lends an irresistible 
charm to the little ivory figure against 
its sallow background. The “ Portrait of

Brush, is eloquent of the Italian in- 
fluences subdued to personal feeling in 
which this painter’s art has been steeped 
since he left his master, Géréme, and the 
sabjects in which he echoed his style. 

Cecilia Beaux’s “Girl with a Cat” is 
a picture by which the artist well might 
wish to be remembered. With its keen 
contrasts, its serious characterization 
and its effective color scheme it is the 
most satisfying of Miss- Beaux’s later 
pictures and in the same class with the 
portrait of the Gilder children, although 
somewhat less natural in its charm and 
more complicated in arrangement. 

Amor.g the other figure subjects are 
“ First Experience,” a lusty beach scene 
by E. H. Potthast, in which the sound 
thoroughly understood forms are en- 
hanced by strong harmonious color; 
“Nellie Kabel,” by Gari Melchers, with 
orange and violet making a difficult 
peace in the color scheme; the well known 
“Fisherman’s Family,” by George Bel- 
lows; Sergeant Kendall’s “ Phantas- 
mata,” a woman and child with Indian 
adornments reflected in a mirror, an 
elaborated version of a favorite theme; 
an interior by Walbar McEwan, and a 
girl’s head by Gladys Thayer somewhat 
too much influenced by her father’s 
manner. 

The landscapes also are important in 
quality. No lovelier Twachtman has 
been seen than the quiet, unusual “ Wind- 
mills,” a gray picture without a trace 
of that Japan so dear to the painter’s 
heart, a purely Dutch composition with 
horizontal lines and calm, flat planes. 
But its grays aré suffused with light, 
the moist air adds weight to the shift- 
ing clouds, and the gradations of the 
color save it from monotony. Twacht- 
man’s skill in discriminating delicate 
variations of tone never has been shown 
to better advantage than on this paint- 
ing, with its fresh and silvery ‘color. 

“ Looking Over the Hudson at Milton,” 
by George Inness, is an _ interesting 
“green Innes”; two “ Nocturnes” by J. 
Alden Weir hardly reach our emotions 
so directly as his more restrained smaller 
works, but they are very beautiful. 
Charles Melville Dewey’s “Solitude” is 
one of the paintings in which we are 
conscious first of the spirit of the scene 
and give very little thought to the re- 
markable skill with which it has been 
conveyed. The theme is simple enough, 
a tree, meadow, grass, a pool, and the 
sky. The color is green, a little ashen 
in the lights. The inherent nobility of 
the painter's vision has discarded all the 
claptrap of nature which nature herself 
conceals in her most paintable moments. 
What remains is that element in nature 
which reminds us of the overpowering 
mystery of all created things. 

Other landscapes and marines are by 
such various painters as Frederick 
Waugh, R. W. Van Boskerck, Paul 
Dougherty, Childe Hassam, J. Francis 
Murphy, Henry Golden Dearth, Walter 
Palmer, Edward Dufner, W. Granville 
Smith, Albert Groll, Parker Newton, and 
William T. Richards. 
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Memorial Schools of. Three Nations: 
Foundation for Orphans of Soldiers with Establishments in France, England, and America” 


growing out of the war, and hav- 

ing for its object the promotion of 

international good-fellowship, is 
one for a trio of schools undertaken by 
the French Heroes Lafayette Memorial 
Fund. The schools are to be French, 
English, and American—one in each 
country—those who are to attend them 
are the war orphans of those countries, 
and they will have interchangeable schol- 
arships. 

The French school, already a going 
concern, is housed in the Chateau de Cha- 
vaniac, the birthplace of Lafayette. It 
is fairly well known as a pet institution 
of American officers and men in France. 
The others are still in the planning stage, 
but arrangements are on foot to estab- 
lish the English school somewhere near 
Sulgrave Manor, home of the ancestors 
of Washington. After the house of La- 
fayette became the lodging of the French 
school, the inevitable association of his 
name with Washington’s suggested the 
appropriateness of Sulgrave Manor or 
its vicinity for the English establish- 
ment. Miss Mabel Gerry has been for 
some time in England negotiating for 
the site, and these negotiations are now, 
it is understood, practically completed. 

Where the American school will be is 
not yet determined, but several sites are 
under consideration in New York and 
New Jersey. 

In each of these schools boys, sons of 
men who have given their lives in the 
great war, will be taken and educated. 
They. will be boys who, as far as can be 
told in advance, will make the most of 
the opportunities offered. The French 
boys have been selected chiefly by the 
officers of public instruction in France, 
and come from the three different locali-~ 4 
ties, the vicinity of Paris, Lyons, and 
Clermont. In every country the work 
will be done in co-operation with Gov- 
ernment agencies. In France there has 

‘been great interest in the school and en- 
thusiastic support, which has a personal 
note in the Auvergne, where it is situ- 
ated. 

It is probable that the English school 
will be ready to receive its first lot of 
pupils in the early Fall, and they may 
- for the time being, at least, according to 
Mrs. William Astor Chanler, the Presi- 
dent of the fund, attend some established 
school in the vicinity, in -addition to the 


O« of the most interesting plans

instruction they will receive at the new 
foundation. Here it is hoped many of 
the boys who have an aptitude for it 
may be trained in agriculture. The 
French language will be taught with 


thoroughness, as will be done with Eng-_ 


lish in the French school. In_ the 
Summer there will be exchange vaca- 
tions, the French boys going to England 
and the English boys to the chateau in 
the Auvergne, so that each will perfect 
his knowledge of the language of the 
other’s country and learn to understand 
both the land and its people. 

More definite plans for the exchange 
of scholarships will be made as the Eng- 
lish and American schools develop. The 
idea is to have boys from France come 
to this country to study American busi- 
ness methods, commerce, and banking. 

The first batch of French boys to do 
this are to arrive some time this year. 
This is what will actually be done later 
by the boys in the Lafayette School; 
these boys, however, have not yet reached 
an age to fit them for such work, so that 
a selection of other boys is to be sent 
under the auspices and at the expense 
of the Fund. Similarly American boys 
will pe sent to France, and the study of 
the French language will have a promi- 
nent place in the curriculum of the 
American school.

In September a small commission from 
the fund, headed by Mrs. Chanler and 
John Moffitt, the Executive Secretary, 
will visit France and England to look 
more carefully into the work, and it is 
expected that at that time the English 
school will be ready for the formal open- 


ing. 

The French school, which now has 
fifty boys enrolled, is being cénstantly 
developed. There is an interesting little 
story of the way the work began—a little 
story not generally known. [It was Will- 
iam Astor Chanler who first discovered 
that the Chateau de Chavaniac, the 
birthplace of Lafayette, in the beautiful 
country of the Auvergne, in the south- 
eastern part of France, was for sale, and 
he proposed to purchase it as a gift for 
Mrs. Chanler. Mrs. Chanler, however, 
felt that so precious a historical monu- 
ment should be a public possession, and 
if purchased by Americans would appro- 
priately add another item in the payment 
of the debt of this country to the French 
hero of the Revolutionary War. Around 
this idea the scheme of the three schools 
to bring together France, England and 
America has developed. 

The estate was bought for $20,000, 
with the chateau and all the outbuildings, 
and more land is constantly being pur- 
chased to restore the estate to the pro- 
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portions it had when it belonged to the 
Lafayette family. It was at Chavaniac 
that Mme. de Lafayette resided while the 
Marquis de Lafayette was in this coun- 
try. In official terms the land and 
buildings are described as being“a part 
of the domain of Chavaniac, situated in 
the township of Chavaniac-Lafayette, 
canton of Paulhaguet, Arrondissement 
of Brioude, Haute Loire. The intention 
is to make the place a museum devoted 


- to the achievements of American sol- 


diers in the war as well as a school. 

Up to about twenty-five years ago the 
old chéteau was a favorite_place of -pil- 
grimage for Americans, says ‘the -con- 
cierge, old Pierre Mallet, who, with his 
wife, has been there for nearly half a 
century.. Since that time there have been 
few visitors. But again interest is re- 
viving—especially since officers of the 
A. E. F. in the vicinity took the place 
under their protection after America 
went into the war. 
sented to it, the gasoline supplied, and 
the American doughboys kept it in run- 
ning order. During some periods of the 
war refugee children were cared for at 
the chateau, and the American dough- 
boys were their best friends. Others of 
the American soldiers, hearing about the 
chateau, made pilgrimages to it, some 
coming an entire day’s journey to visit 
the place where Lafayette had lived and 
died. 

Only three hectares of land went with 
the place, as originally purchased, (a 
hectare is about two and a half acres,) 
but since then more has been acquired, 
and the fund is always in the market

obtaining the entire original Lafayette 
estate.

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trade is not poorer than he who, possess- 
ing ten acres of land, is obliged to culti- 
vate it for his subsistence. The me- 
chanic who gives his art as an inherit- 
ance to his children has left them a 
fortune that is multiplied according to 
their number. It is not so with him 
who, leaving ten acres of land, divides it 
among his children. 

If that does not commend itself to the 
only sort of unionists which a country of 
laws can tolerate, it can only be because 
the humanity of the doctrine that labor 
is not a commodity or property is false, 
and is subordinated to loyalty to that 
sort of unionism which would dominate in 
the name of humanity, like German Kul- 
tur. If the federation means what its of- 
’ ficial declarations say, it stands indicted 
before the world with Germany as calling 
anything and everything lawful which is 
necessary to victory. The Versailles con- 
ference itself is in a position less false 
only in. proportion as it was misled into 
its adoption. 

Of course it would be useless to quote 
Adam Smith to the federationists. He is 
much too capitalist. And yet every 
worker who possesses capital in his own 
property in his own labor power would 
seem to be accessible to these sentiments

notion that labor is not a commodity is 
federation born, and was disavowed be- 
fore birth in no less a case than Gibbons 
vs. Ogden, (1824,) quoted by law writers 
and Judges without number ever since. 
Here is an extract from it: 

Commerce, in fits simplest significa- 
tion, means an exchange of goods; but in

Dictionary writers agree with Judges 
that anything which is useful is a com- 
modity, and that anything which can be 
bought and sold is an article of com- 
meree. There are plenty of buyers of 
labor, and all who labor want to sell. And 
certainly labor is useful. If labor con- 
tracts are not commerce in a commodity, 
then there is a failure of language rather 
than of humanity. 

Of course labor power is not a thing 
separable from labor, and, being insepa- 
rable from labor, it cannot be the exclu- 
sive possession of unionists. That is the 
root of the trouble, of the illusion that it 
is humane to allow unions to dominate 
dealings in labor. There is nothing less 
humane than union treatment of non- 
unionists, unless it be some unions’ treat- 
ment of other unions. 

Equally it can be affirmed that not 
even the Versailles conference can, with- 
out calamity, or without doing violence to 
true humanity, set up a “ categorical im- 
perative” regarding the wage question 
in the form of union edicts. When there 
are many unions no one can or should 
prevail. The result when there is one big 
union is seen in Russia. It is as neces- 
sary. to keep labor under the law as to 
keep capital under control. Indeed, it 
will be necessary to keep all human nat- 
ure under control until such time as vir- 
tue shall be universal, and there shall be 
no need of any unions. 

The rationale of unionism is that it 
procures exceptional advantages for 
unionists. That is laudable, so long as

the union’s activities are lawful. But the 


slavery to unionism is set up as a new 
humanity there is reason to dissent, for 
not even federationists aré good enough 
to be masters of other men. The federa- 
tion has cause for gratification in the 
public recognition of its wartime serv- 
ices. Also the federation has been fortu- 
nate in the leadership of Mr. Gompers. 
But it is necessary to draw the line 
against his defiance of the courts in their 
protection of every man in his right to 
property in the commodity called labor. 
The word is not a fortunate one, and it 
carries implications not deserved. It 
seems to imply that the laborer is a chat- 
tel, as negroes were. That is neither the 
intention or the effect of the numerous 
decisions that labor is property, and 
enough like a commodity to be one in 
law. Many things are property which 
are not commodities, for example, busi- 
ness good-will. The right of an employ- 
er to hire and pay wages without inter- 
ference with his workers, or with those 
who wish to buy his products, is a prop- 
erty right, but it could be called a com- 
modity only by the same extension in the 
use of the word as gives the federation 
such ‘standing as it has in misleading 
Congress and many Legislatures which 
are adopting the federation’s so-called 
“ model” statute, and now the Versailles 
conference. 

More will be heard of this when the 
federation begins to put the declaration 
into effect. It is no secret that the fed- 
eration and Mr. Gompers have captured 
President Wilson. Addressing the feder- 
ation, he said that he was sorry that any 
Judges in the United States needed to be 
told that labor was not a commodity. It 
seemed to the President that the Clayton

hastened to Oswego that he might quaff 
of the elixir of youth from the Duffy 
fountain. 

There, under the trees, the boys and 
girls of forty and fifty years ago re- 
called the old days.

Schoolmaster Duffy, now 
in his seventy-eighth year, was among 
the youngest of them all. Late Com- 
mander of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, Department of Illinois, and now 
Clerk of the Appellate Court at Ottawa, 
he has defied Father Time. To these 
former school children, the annual re- 
union is the happiest day of the year. 
They look forward with keen pleasure to 
meeting their mentor and their mates in 
the days of Readin’, Ritin’, and ’Rith- 
metic.

man, and that the rights of all men is the 
standard of true humanity, rather than 
the will to rule of the unionized tenth of 
Americans? 

The present lack of consumable goods 
necessary to make life worth living, or in 
fact to make life livable at all, certainly 
for millions, perhaps hundreds of mill- 
ions, is nothing less than a world crisis 
comparable with that which followed the 
Black Death of 1348, which halved the 
population of England, and was followed 
by a social revolution. Once again there 
is talk of a new social order, with labor 
leading the way, just as it led the way 
half a thousand years ago. Now as then 
labor is unable to think of any remedies 
besides high wages for a few and dear 
goods for all. But there is a difference 
in conditions now, and there are on offew 
other remedies. 

The Black Death created such scarcity 
of labor that the villeins were enabled to 
declare their independence of the manors, 
and to offer their services as freemen to 
the highest bidders of a money wage. 
The result was that there was no limit 
but the sky to the extortion of labor, and 
employers sought to curb it by laws like 
our fugitive slave law, and by the Stat- 
ute of Laborers, designed to limit labor 
profiteering by law. It was not until 
centuries afterward that the industrial 
revolution followed the social revolution, 
and not until now has there been fol- 
lowed the full fruition of the substitution 
of mechanical power for muscle power in 
industry. The possibility of the substitu- 
tion of quantity and cheap 
living for high and higher wages as a 
remedy against want and increasing cost 
of living has never been realized. In 
fact, it has scarcely been imagined even 
by capital, always on the defensive 
against a less instructed economic ele- 
ment of the community which esteems it- 
self benefited more by fighting capital 
than by partnership with it. 

Labor’s largest dividend would come 
more by reduction of the prices of what 
it consumes than by any share of the 
profits of capital. Capital’s total profits 
are not worth mentioning compared with 
the total worth of all goods produced. 
Labor’s share of profits would cost labor 
dear if obtained by the sort of partner- 
ship which means the admission of tp 
competency to the management. On the 
other hand, there is no visible limit te 
labor’s possible profits if it would allow 
capital to earn what it can by piecework 
in quantity production, without over- 
working labor, and even by reducing 
labor’s effort by putting it on coal, 
steam, electricity, and machinery. Just 
as legislators, through jealousy of profits 
for capital, drove railways and public 
utilities into actual insolvency for many, 
and reduced efficiency of financial em- 
barrassment for all, so unions are sacri- 
ficing the main interest of Jabor in an at- 
tempt to take from capita! in the form of 
wages a larger share of the output than 
labor produces. 

It should be an axiom that there is an 
end of equal certainty for either excess 
profits or excess wages paid out of capi- 
tal rather than out of product. That is 
assure as that a pail will empty a barrel 
into which no water flows. But if the 
barrel is fed from a living fountain, the 
pail of consumption can be worked over- 
time without emptying the barrel of pro- 
duction. But it is lamentable to see labor 
now passing its edicts and procuring 
from compliant Legislatures statutes as 
futile us the employers’ statute of labor- 
ers, re-enacted thirteen times without do- 
ing the impossible which it attempted.

But with 
the ideas and inventions of the Western 
world came its literature. English, French 
and Russian writers were introduced to the 
Japanese. Futabatei translated Turgeniev 
and other Russian masters Into Japanese, 
himself adopting much of their technique, 
and being one of the first to adapt the col- 
loquial Japanese forms to literature. ‘‘An 
Adopted Husband " is emphatically a novel 
of character rather than of plot and inci- 
dent; its people are carefully studied, 
shown to us in their everyday lives as 
everyday persons, more or less faulty, 
neither wicked nor heroic. Allowing, of 
course, for the differences in manners and 
customs, we find them individuals very 
much like ourselves. If there is little here 
of the quaintness, glamour, and other- 
worldness with which many Occidental 
writers have endowed Japan, there is on the 
Other hand a sense of nearness and of com- 
prehensibility. We close the book with a 
markedly lessened feeling of strangeness 
toward Japan and the Japanese, an in- 
creased consciousness that they are people 
whose daily lives contain problems very 
like our own. 

And yet the novel was not written for 
Westerners, and the situation on which the 
story is built is altogether Japanese—the 
institution of the adopted husband Where 
there is no son in a family, but only a 
daughter, then, in order that the name 
may not die out, the daughter is not given 
in marriage, but instead a husband is 
adopted for her. Chosen when still very 
young, his school and university expenses 
are paid by his future wife’s family, and 
he takes their name. The tale begins 
some ten years after Toki-ko has married 
Tetsuya, the adopted husband of the title. 
Her father, Mr. Reizo Ono, had been re- 
puted well-to-do, but as a matter of fact 
he had invested in a husband for his 
daughter instead of in Government bonds, 
carefully selecting a youth who seemed to 
be one of great promise. So long as Mr. 
Reizo Ono lived the family had a certain 
degree of luxury, but when he died, and 
the burden of support fell on the inade- 
quate shoulders of Tetsuya, things were 
not so comfortable. For Tetsuya was only 
a school teacher; he had taken the work

would pay better, but somehow the ‘op- 
portunity never came, And while those 
whose standing at the university had been 
inferior to his were now successful men, 
he was a failure. Consequently his wife, 
Toki-ko, and his mother-in-law, Taki-ko, 
regarded him as a very poor investment, 
and treated him accordingly. They were 
extravagant women, pleasure-loving, lux- 
ury-craving, and unsympathetic. The 
maid servant, Fuku, took her cue and her 
orders from her two mistresses, and Tet- 
suya’s position in the household was very 
unlike the authorifative and dignified one 
of the traditional Japanese husband. The 
only person who paid any attention to his 
wishes and his comforts was Sayo-ko, 
Reizo Ono’s illegitimate daughter, who, in 
accordance, as it would seem, with Jap- 
anese custom, called Taki-ko mother and 
Toki-ko sister. Sayo-ko was younger and 
prettier than her half-sister, and had been 
well educated. At the opening of the 
story she is offered a position as governess 
fn the house of Mr. Shibuya, an elderly, 
self-made-man of notoriously dissolute life. 
@etsuya does not want her to take it, but 


is aware that his wife and his mother-in- 
law will insist-upon her doing so, as they 
hate her and are anxious to get her out 
of the house.. From this point the book 
develops essentially as might a realistic 
Western novel, the unsympathetic, bad- 
tempered wife’s jealousy and suspicion 
bringing about the very situation she had 
dreaded. 

The characters are real people, with mo- 
tives and emotions, fears, hopes, vanities, 
and ambitions wearing only a slightly dif- 
ferent guise. Tetsuya himself, the weak 
and vacillating man, kindly and honorable, 


volted at the suggestion that his position 
toward his wife's sister could possibly 
be other than purely fraternal, is at 
once minutely and vividly portrayed.

IGNOR FERRERO has written for 
the American people a_ historical 
study of the causes of the war. 
Like Gibbons’s ‘‘ New Map of Eu- 
rope,’’ it is an attempt to understand 
the war by viewing its broad background 
in European history and diplomacy of a 
century. It is impersonal, even dispas- 
sionate. Individuals appear among the 
causes of war, and they are treated 
caustically enough at times, but the author 
shows us that there fs something deeper 
than personal intrigues and ambitions in 
the intricate process which has led logi- 
cally from the French Revolution to our 
own great war. Signor Ferrero’s knowl- 
edge of European history is intimate. - The 
point of view is that of a scholar, but of 
course one cannot expect any historian to 
detach himself wholly from the national- 
ism of his practical life. 


The story of Europe's steady march 
toward its inevitable crisis runs swiftly. 
We must go far back to find a landing 
place, and it is only arbitrarily after all 
that even the French Revolution is selected 
as the beginning. But here ff least both 
the problem and the forces of the European 
struggle come to clear light. It is all from 
first to last an effort to determine some 
principle of legitamacy in government—to 
know whether man must find his master 
in dynasties or in the will of peoples. Who 
has the right to command? That is the 
question that lies at the heart of history. 
Wars are ways of finding the answer. 
Craving for power, the principle of Divine 
right, struggle for freedom run through 
all this story, but there is also a passionate 
desire on the part of people to be led, to be 
governed strongly; men have themselves 
desired dictators, they have been fascinated 
by the forms of royalty, and this sus- 
ceptibility of men to the allurement of the 
powers that oppress them has been ex- 
hibited strangely at critical moments in 
history. 

One of the first gifts bestowed by the 
Revolution was compulsory military.serv- 
ice. This marked a turning point in Eu- 
ropean affairs. Militarism became politi- 
cal rather than professional. The Revolu- 
tion brought no great new principle of le- 
gitimacy, and as a means of discovering 
the source of authority in the people -it 
was a dismal faflure. It brought, instead, 
Napoleon, demonstrated the passion of 
people to be oppressed, and introduced only 
a new type of authority based upon glory 
and power rather than upon Divine right.

means unknown in the United States.

Thus Europe was set upon its fateful ca- 
reer. We must not overlook, of course, 
Frederick the Great, who popularized the 
belief that nations may fall upon their 
neighbors because their fertile lands seem 
attractive, but it was Napoleon who, at 
Martens, said that international law is the 
same thing as the law of the stronger 
who made it impracticable for any nation 
thereafter to go unarmed. 

From 1815 to 1848 there was peace. The 
principle of Divine right prevailed; gov- 
ernments were strong. The restraints of 
the Holy Alliance held the ambitions of 
rulers in check. But underneath the sur- 
face forces were gathering for future up- 
heaval. Prussia was beginning to come to 
herself. Megalomania, suspicion, national 
hyper-sensitiveness, a tendency to believe 
herself the victim of other. nations, bitter 
hatred of France date from long ago.— In 
1825 Nicholas I. ascended the throne of 
Russia, the greatest of all exponents of the 
doctrine of Divine right. This appear- 
ance of firm stability, however, was more 
apparent than real. Feelings of the peo- 
ple were stirring. There was discontent, 
especially in the middle classes. Parties 
began to spring up; there were secret so- 
cieties, schools of philosophy, aiming at 
discrediting the idea of the Divine right 
of Kings. Revolutions in 1830 were signs 
of the times. At the same time another 
new force appeared—industrialism, the be- 
ginning of the age 0 af fire and steel. Eng- 
land and Prussia led, Italy remaining be- 
hind, repressed by her absolute govern- 
ments. 
~In 1848 came the convulsion. All Eu- 
rope was profoundly stirred by revolu- 
tion. There was a universal explosion 
of all the aspirations, the ambitions and 
the resentment that has been accumulat- 
ing im the hearts of the educated bour- 
geoisie for many years. Socialism, which 
had been born in the years preceding this 
revolution, for the first time came to play 
a part. In a short time the whole fabric 
of Divine right and the false legitimacy 
set up by the Holy Alliance collapsed all 
over Europe, except in Russia. Prussia 
suffered least, but France was now once 
more tormented by doubts which lasted 
for hglf a century, whether, after all, it 
was not foolish to seek any other source 
of authority than that to which mankind 
had for centuries been accustomed. Uni- 
versal suffrage, both in Germany and in 
France, came to the support of the scep- 
tre. In 1858 Frence was once more an 
empire, and Louis Napoleon assumed the 
crown with the title of Napoleon III. 

Now comes the great surprise—the rise 
of Germany. The Crimean War is fought,

F MELVILLE had continued in this strain 
of fiction writing, our literature might 
have been richer than it is by double the 
number of volumes that he actually wrote 
and published. For he lived to a good 
age and had by no means exhausted his 
seafaring adventures. But, owing to some 
odd psychological experience. that has 
never been definitely explained, his style 
of writing, his view of life underwent a 
complete change. From being a writer 
of stirring, vivid fiction he became a 
dreamer, wrapping himself up in a vague 
kind of mysticism that rendered his last 
few books, such as “Pierre; or, The 
Ambiguities,” and “ The Confidence Man, 
His Masquerade,” quite incomprehensible, 
and certainly most uninteresting for the 
average reader. That amazing romance of 
the whale, ‘‘ Moby Dick,’’ was, indeed, the 
last book of MELVILLE’s belonging to what 
one might call human literature—and 
even “Moby Dick” is pervaded with a 
misty sort of supernaturalism that must 
have made more than one reader, recall- 
ing the clarity and sustained interest of 
“ Typee ” and “ Omoo,” rub his eyes with 
astonishment. The book is dedicated to 
HawTuorneE, and some of MELVILLF’s biog- 
raphers consider that it was the genius of 
the New England romancer, for whom he 
expressed an unbounded adfniration, that 
tempted MELVILLE into fields of literature 
to which he was unaccustomed. The 
opening sentence of his letter to Haw- 
THORNE, transmitting ‘‘ Moby Dick,”’ is a 
curious reflection of the mystical bent 
that his mind was taking and that after- 
ward became habitual to it:

newspaper columns, and has also added 
some chapters of description and discus- 
sion of Bolshevist activities throughout 
the world, their causes, aims, and possibili- 
ties. 

A competent observer, with a batkground 
of wide experience as a newspaper corre- 
spondent; for in the last five years he has 
had service of that sort at all the battle 
fronts of the war and in all the important 
nations that were engaged in it, Mr. Ack- 
erman’s accounts of what he saw and did 
on his long journey from Viadivostok to 
Ekaterinburg and back illuminate affairs 
and conditions in Sibéria in a most wel- 
come way. And they are fascinating read- 
ing because they picture in graphic colors 
conditions affecting millions of human be- 
ings so strange, so topsy-turvy, so tragic, 
that one reads with constant sensations 
of wonder and pity. Such, for instance, 
are the descriptions of how people from 
all parts of European Russia have fled to 
Siberia to escape the Bolsheviki and of 
how these streams of refugees, of whom 
it is estimated that more than 7,000,000 
have passed through Omsk, flow on and 
on; how in the universal chaos they roam 
about, live wherever they can find shelter, 
move on to some other place, exist as best 
they can, while families are separated 
and individuals die of cold or starva- 
tion and drop in their tracks or their bodies 
are thrown from crowded trains and left 
where they fall. 

Among the most interesting and impor- 
tant chapters are those that reveal some- 
thing of the difficulties with which the al- 
lied and associated nations have had to con- 
tend in their effort to co-operate in Siberia 
and help that stricken land to rise to its 
feet once more. In his opinion, the result 
has been a complete and disastrous failure, 
due to lack of co-operation among the na- 
tions that sent bodies of troops. He shows 
also that such a result was inevitable when 
the several nations went into,the adventure 
with widely differing motives. His ex- 
Position of the part Japan played in the 
affair will not tend to increase confidence 
in the spirit and-purposes of that nation 
among American readers, for it indicates 
a well-planned scheme to establish herself 
as the dominant power in Siberia by using 
the other nations as unsuspecting aids in 
the enterprise. According to Mr. Acker- 
man's story of the affair, it was the 
United States State Department that called 
the hand of the Japanese and ended, aj 
least for the time, an ambitious and dar- 
fhe scheme. ‘ 

When Mr.' Ackerman deserts his réle of 
newspaper observer and correspondent and 
assumes that of philosopher upon world 
problems he does not inspire equal confi- 
dence. Although he recognizes and com- 
ments upon the very general looseness 
in the use of the term ‘“‘ Bolsheviki "’ 
to include all who are infected in any 
way with social or industrial unrest or 
who desire to find some way to better 
conditions, he himself is just as indefinite 
and inaccurate in its use. The thesis by 
which he endeavors to bind all his chap- 
ters into a compact and united whole is 
that the world is confronted with the 
choice between Bolshevism and the League 
of Nations and that ‘ these two interna- 
tional forces are working today for a new 
world.’’ In carrying out this thesis he 
presents his observations in Siberia to 
show that Bolshevism failed in that coun- 
try, and also that ‘‘ the Allies, working 
as a nucleus of a league of nations, 
failed." The comparison of the repre- 
sentatives of the several nations in Siberia 
and their attempt at co-operation with the 
echeme of the League of Nations is so 
far fetched -and so strained that the reader

EXPLAINING THE BRITISHERS: The 
Story of England's Mighty Effort in Lib- 
erty’s Cause, as § - an a 
By Frederick William Wile. With a fore- 
word by Admiral Sims. Mlustrated from 
Photographs. New York: 
Deran Company. 

R. WILE has been for years corre- 
spondent in England for American 
newspapers. He knows Engiand 

and the English well, and, as he says in 
phraseology which is characteristic of this 
book, he was a ‘“‘ Yank kid ’’ in an English 
public school. ‘*‘ Explaining the British- 
ers’ is addressed directly to American 
soldiers on their first visit to Great 
Britain. That fact explains two things 
that rather militate against the enjoyment 
of the book by older and perhaps more 
traveled 4-:ericans here at home. One is 
the volume’s exceeding sianginess. The 
other is the detailed setting forth of many 
things that many people know—as, for in-. 
stance, that the Britisher *‘ never knows 
when he is licked '’; and that Wellington 
is said to have declared that the battle of 
Waterloo was won on the cricket fields of 
Eton, together with the explanation of that 
remark. 

Be that as it may, Mr. Wile has 
good work in ‘* explaining the Britishers 
to young men who have never been in 
engiand before, and who may well have 
found British reserve, British idiosyncra- 
sies, even an unfamiliar ‘** English ac- 
eent,’’ irritating. And ** Explaining the 
Britishers '' is an excellent book. It be- 
gins by attacking that bogy of our school 
days—the mistaken idea of England that 
90 many Americans got what they were 
taught from the glorious fact of otr great 
War of Independence. He sums tp: 

One of the results of our comrade- 
ship-in-arms. with the Britishers in 
this war ought to be a new American 
school history of the War of Indepen- 
dence. Such a history need not and 
should not omit the vital fact that the 

Colonies rebelled in a just cause and 

won an independence to which they 

were entitled. But-it ought also to 
teach that England's leading statesmen 
were on America’s side; that George 

Ill. and his official advisers were act- 

ing against the views of large sections 

of the British people; that these views 
could not be. enforced because only 

200,000 Hritishers out of a population 

of. 8,000,000 had a vote;—that several 

British Generals resigned their com- 

missions rather than fight against the 

American colonists; that George III. 

had to adopt the expedient of hiring 

30,000 German mercenaries (Hessians) 
to fight for him in America; that Pitt, 

Fox; and Burke, the three outstanding 

political leaders of the day, all opposed 

George I11.’s_ obstinate policy toward 
the Americans, and that Pitt (later 
Tord Chatham). withdrew his own sons 
from the regular army in order that 
they might not have to fight against 
the Colonies. These are historical facts. 
As American schoolboys, you and I did 
not get them, except ‘in rare instances. 
That is why, to a cértain extent, we 
were brought up and grew up on anti- 
British dope. 


Mr: Wile makes another excellent point 
whieh controverts completely the German 
Propaganda to the effect that Engiand let 
her cojenies fight for her in this war, and 
that.the colonial troops suffered heavier 
casualtics. We used to hear a great deal 
of that sort of talk’ in the early years of 
the war in Europe. Mr. Wile gives us the 
figures that answer it overwhelmingly in 
favor of Engiand. .

Probably no other public works com-| 


mission has ever equaled this remark- 
able achievement. 

The commission completed each build- 
ing inside ‘of the’appropriation made for 
it, returning to the county an unex- 
pended balance in each case. 
spite of difficulties caused by the war 
the work was completed within the time 
specified in the act by which the com- 
mission was created. 

The new Court House, which has now 
been in use for over two years, has 
proven admirably suited for its purpose, 
and its simple, dignified appearance has 
added much to the appéarance of the 
county: seat in White Plains. 

This building was erected at a total 
cost of $589,876.27, including the demoli- 
tion of the old building and its propor- 
tion of the commission’s expenses. As 
the appropriation was $600,000 there re- 
mained a balance of over $10,000. Out 
of this balance was paid the cost of 
moying and housing thé Court House 
departments during the period of con- 
struction. 

The Court Hotise is six storiés in 
height, and is 182 by 100 feet over all. 


hit houses the Surrogate, County Con- 


troller, County Treasurer, County At- 
torney, District Attorney, Superintend- 
ent of Highways, and several other 
coynty officials, and contains four c6urt 
rooms with connecting ante rooms and 
chambers. 

The penitentiary, which was completed 
in April, 1917, was in use by the county 
until October, 1918, when it was taken 
over by the Government, together with 
the new almshousé¢, power plant, and 
storage buildings, for use as a base hos- 
pital. 

The buildings are all located on the 
Cochran Farm, which was purchased by 
the county early in 1915. This property 
adjoins the county property at Bast 
View, ‘ 

The penitentiary possesses many of the 
latest ideas in prison construction. Bach | 
cell has an outbide window, ‘Sanitary 
closet, wash basin, and is furnished with | 
a cot bed, chair, and small table. 

There are four cell blocks, three stories 
high, with twenty-six rooms on each 
floor. Each unit is connected by a cor- 
ridor with the central bulidings, in which 
are located the mess hall, assembly hall, 
chapel, hospital, school room, receiving 
rooms, and baths. 
connected with the Administration | 
Building, which occupies the centre front 
of the group. 

The group is simple and severe in 
architecture. and designed for efficient 
and practical service rather than for ap- 
pearance. The buildings are ventilated 
by forced draft, heated by hot water, 
and lighted by electricity. The institu- 
tion is fireproof throughout. 

The construction and équipment of the 
penitentiary have been warmly com- 
mended by the State Commission of 
Prisons. 

The total cost of the penitentiary was 
$440,879.58, the total appropriation, 
$500,000, leaving an unexpended balance 
of $9,120.42. 

The new almshouse was fecently com- 
pleted, and since Oct. 10, 1918, has been 
in use by the Government. ‘The group is 
the largest undertaking of the commis- 
sion. Some changes. from the original 
plans were made owing to the fact that 
it-was détermined not to erect a general 
county hospital at the present time. The 
central front building of the group 
which faces south is the Administra- 
tion Building, directly back of which 
and crossing the central court are 
kitchens, in back of which is the chapel. 

All the wings to the east of these 
central buildings are devoted to the use 
of women, containing dormitories, hos- 
pital ward, children’s ward, dining room, 
maternity ward, nurses’ dormitories, 
and one wing for married couples. 

All of the wings to thé west of the 
dentral buildings are used for men, in- 
cluding dormitories, hospital ward, din- 
ing room and rooms for male help. 

The offices of the Commissioner of 
Charities and Corrections oceupy the 
front wing immediately to the west of 
the Administration Building. Store 
room, baths, &c., are located in the 
basement. 

The cost of the almshouse-complete 
was $771,332.33, being $3,283.93 below the 
appropriation. 

In March, 1916, acting in co-operation 
with the Supervisor of the--Poor, the 


construction of a general county hos- 
pital as mentioned in the act creating 


Bourd of Supervisors deemed it unwise, 
at that time to erect a general county 
hospital and recommended as an al- 
ternative a small hospital in connec- 
tion with the’ almshouse, appropriating 
$300,000 for the purpose. 

In January, 1917, the law creating the 
office of the Commission of Charities 
and Corrections came into effect, and 
by it the almshouse hospital was de- 
tached from the almshouse and became 
a separate institution known as the 
County Hospital. To this could be ad- 
mitted patients other than almshouse fn- 
mates, broad¢ning its purpose. 

This placed the county: hospital mat- 
ter in a. néw light. The commission 
again came to the Board of Supervisors 
with a statement of conditions and a 
request for an appropriation sufficient 
to erect, furnish and equip a suitable in- 
stitution. On March 5, 1917, an appro- 
priation of $650,000 was approved, which, 
together with the $300,000 already. ap- 
proved, gave the commission a total of 
$950,000, 

When the plans for these buildings 
“were accepted and the architect was 
about to proceed with the preparation 
of specifications the Board of Supervi- 
sors decided not to issue bonds because 
of war conditions. 

Following this decision the Building 
Commission was forced to make radical 
changes in the almshouse, where the 
second floors of two wings were con- 
verted from dormitories into hospitals 
to care for infirmary cases. 

Centrally located, on low: ground and 
about equally distant from the peniten- 
tiary, almshouse, and site of the pro- 
posed county hospital, are the power 
house and storage buildings. 

The power. house, which is 70 by 100 
feet, contains four 20 H. P. boilers, 
créating steam for heating and high 
pressure steam for cooking and laundry

"The exterior walls of the building aré 
common brick, With the exception of 
the street front, ‘where they have been 
eovered..with stucco. The. interior col- 
umns are of reinforced concrete and the 
tloor construction is of reinforced con- 
creté, long-span system. All interior 
partitions are of terra cotta tile, and 
the triffY throughout is simple, cornices 
being used only in the auditorium. 





long and fifty feet wide with wings, 
contains’ a laundry fully equipped to 
meet all requirement , of. the, buildings 
erécted or to be erected onthe county 
property. It also contains a bakery, 
cold storage rooms, and store rdoms for 
dry goods and provisions. 

The county buildings are supplied with 
water from a pumping station situated 
near the Saw Mill River, drawing water 
from eight artesian wells, forcing it 
through a main to elevated water 
tower situated on the northeast corner 
of the property at a high elevation. 
From this, distributing mains rufi to 
all buildings and hydrants. 

Each group of buildings has been pro- 
vided with a\temporary sewage disposal 
plant with the idea that at a later time 
they would be connected with the Bronx 
Valley sewer. Thes¢c disposal plants are 
adequate under normal conditions for 
some time to come. 

Owing to the Government taking over 
the new almshouse, it was necessary to 
make immediate alterations and repairs 
to the old almoshouse, and this work 


was undertaken by the Building Com- | 


mission. 

Considerable remodeling and repairing 
was necessary, owing to’ the fact that no 
repairs had been made.on these build- 
ings for the last several years, in an- 
ticipation of moving into the new build- 
ings.

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SUIT FOR COMMISSION 


Won by New York Firm of Mort- 
gage Brokers. 

A decision handed down by the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court 
last week has terminated a suit for com- 
mission claimed to have been earned 
through obtaining a building and per- 
manent loan for $725,000 upon the South- 
ern Hotel Company’s property in Balti- 
more, Md. 

The suft was brought by A. W. Mc- 
Laughlin & Co. of this city against the 
Southern Hotel Company to recover 
$7,250. and interest, and its course 
through four trials, covering a period of 
nearly three years, has ‘developed data 
of interest generally to the legal and 
real estate’ professions. 

According to a statement by Alexander 
Pfeiffer of Lind & Pfeiffer, who repre- 
sented thé plaintiffs.at the trials of the 
action as well as in the Appellate Divi- 
sion, McLaughlin & Co. were authorized 
to procure a loan fon the hotel com- 
pany upon the hotel then about to be 
erected in Baltimore. They submitted 
propositions to lenders, and ultimately, 
following a personal inspection -of ‘the 
property,...succeeded in interesting a 
mortgage lender in the making of the 
loan. 

After designating the lender and sub- 
mitting the proposition, McLaughlin & 
Co. made repeated efforts to bring the 
parties together for further discussion 
and upon dates suggested by the bor- 
rower, but thereafter postponed by the 
borrower. Without notice or warning, 


dence between the borrower and them- 
| selves, covering many weeks, McLaugh- 
lin & Co. subsequently received from 
the hotel company through its attorneys 
a cancellation of the authorization to 
procure the loan. ¢ 

Shortly thereafter the hotel company, 
through one Fechtig, concluded thé loan 
with the mortgage lender who had been 
interested therein by McLaughlin & Co., 
and resisted Payment of the commission 
claimed by McLaughlin & Co.

The old Stevens House has _ been 
archaic in appearance, if not in useful- 
ness, for many years, and the adjoining 
buildings on Broadway, until their dem- 
olition a short fime ago for the sub- 
way, were daily reminders of the days 
of a century ago, when the best people 
of the town Hved close to the social 
centre of the Battery... Every foot of 
the westerly Broadway front from Bat- 
tery Place to Morris Street is replete 
with interesting New York history. The 
Washington Building perpetuates the 
famous headquarters of . Washington 
during a portion of the Revolution, at 1 
Broadway, also “occupied ‘by British 
officers. and later. by the. merchant 
prince Nathaniel Prime. 

Where the Bowling Green Building 
stands was for many years the popular 
Atlantic Garden. John Stevens of Ho- 
boken, one of the ploneers in steamboat 
development, lived in one of ~the fine 
houses in the row a century ago and 
just below the Stevens House, the name 
of which is said to have been given in 
honor of John wtevens, lived. Herman 
Le Roy, ene of the wealthy merchants, 
whose daughter, Caroline Le Roy, was 
married to Daniel Webster in 1829. That 
Was several years before -the Stevéhs 
House began to cater to the, personal 
wants of New Yorkers, so the report fre- 
quently made that the eminent states- 
man was married in the parlor of that 
celebrated hostelry is scarcely correct. 

Without depending upon Daniel Web- 
ster and his marriage to the daughter 
of an eminent merchant for added glory, 
the long-defunct Stevens House, now 
passing into oblivion, has quite enough 
local interest to satisfy the average lover 
of early times in the metropelis: 

The structure as it stands today was 
built in 1846 by the Delmonico bréthers, 
who had started their French restaurant 
a few years before at William and 
Beaver Streets. They had succeeded so 
well that in 1846 thev teok the Stevens 
House corner under a long lease, and 
for many years the Delmonico Hotel 
there vied in elegance and prestige with 
the long-famous City Hotel further up 
Broadway and the more modern Astor 
House. The building today is practically 
unchanged outwardly from the days 
when it bore the name of one of; New 
York’s best-known restaurateurs, It was 
opened in June, 1846, and a newspaper 
account, referring-to it as an ‘’ elegant 
mansion,’’ said: 

‘“‘Anything so uniformly elegant and 
commodious has not before been seen in 
this city. The. building’ is six stories 
high, the basement being occupied by 


their uptown restaurant on the ground 
floor of the popular Irving House. 

After the departure of the Delmoni- 
cos the structure began its career as the 
Stevens House. Perhaps the most note- 
worthy tragedy that ever occurred with- 
jin its walls was 
himself by Henry William Herbert, bet- 
ter known then as today as Frank For- 
ester, the charming writer on horseman- 
ship, fishing, shooting, and other gentle- 
manly sports. He had* only passed his 
forty-first year when in'a spirit of mel- 
ancholy he shot himself in his room in 
the Stevens House on the night of May 
17, 1858. He was the first writer to 
give American sports a distinct place in 
literature, and his books on horses, 
dogs, and fish, illustrated from his own 
drawings, still rank as authorities in 
their special subjects. | 

A few .years before the Civil War G. 
K. Chase, w!» was the proprietor of the 
Stevens Hot«! during its palmiest days, 
just prior t: and during that conflict, 
renovated the hotel elaborately. It was 
a popular house, not only with steam- 
ship. men, but with Southerners, and 
among the latter who afterward at- 
tained fame in the.Confederacy and 
who frequently put up at the Stevens 
House ‘beforé the attack on Fort Sumter 
were Robert E. Lee, Storiewall Jackson, 
and J. EB. B. Stuart. Other well- known 
| guests included George Steers, builder 
of the famous yacht America; John 
Ericsson, inventor of the Monitor; John 
Englis, Joseph Francis, inventor of a 
lifeboat bearing his name; Commodore 
Vanderbilt, Colonel William Wilson of 
the Wilson Zouaves, John Morgan, head 
of the Morgan Steamship Line, and 
many others who were active in building 
up the American shipping trade. In 
1884 the Produce Exchange Cleveland 
Club had fits headquarters there. _ 
‘It seems quite fitting, therefore, that 
this lower Broadway plot which has 
contributed. through» its habitués so 
much to history and progress of New 
» York’s shipping and other mercantile 
interests should be selected as the site 
for a monumental and imp sing steam- 
ship building to be the American home, 
of the great steamboat companies of 
the world and which has been closely 
fdentified for many years with the 
transatlantic carrying trade between the 
United States and England.
